RUHR EXPLOSION 


Blast Occurs Only 15 


Minutes After Inspec- 
tion of the Area by 


Safety Squad. 


GELSENKIRCHEN, Germany, 
(Sunday) May 21 (‘AP)—an ex- 
plosion ripped through the Dahl- 


busch coal mine near here yes- 
terday, killing 55 miners and in- 


'juring 39 others. 


That was the official count 
early today when all miners who 
had been working in the 3002-foot 
deep seam had been been ac- 
counted for by rescue squads. 
More *than 300 miners were at 
work when the blast, attributed 
to a gas accumulation known as 
firedamp, occurred 

Officials said many men died 
instantly from ‘terrible burns, 
while’ others were suffocated.

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Many of the injured were severe- 
ly burned. It was the Ruhr’s 
worst coal mine accident since the 


| Grimberg disaster of 1946, in 


which 439 died. 


Mine officials said it was feared 
that some of the 39 injured might 
die from their burns. They added 
that the mine safety squad had 
inspected gallery No. 7, in which 
the blast occurred, only 15 min- 
utes before the explosion. 


Rescue squads worked for 16 
hours. Operations in other gal- 
leries were halted while the sin- 
gle shaft into the-mine was used 
to bring out the dead and injured. 
Fifty-four bodies were brought 
out, and one man died at the 
hospital. 

Mine crews and fire fighting 
units from Essen and other Ruhr 
cities rushed to Gelsenkirchen to 
help the local miners with the res- 
cue operations.

CHICAGO, May 20—Dr. Eugene 
Rabinowitch, editor of the Bulle- 
tin of the Atomic Scientists, said 
Friday the publication would not 
submit to censorship by the 
Atomic Energy Commission. 

At the same time, the Univer- 
sity of Illinois scientist added, the 
Bulletin will be careful not to 
reveal secret technical informa- 
tion. 

The statement, contained in an 
editorial in the May issue, was in 
reply to an AEC request that 
anyone who has had anything to 
do with the atomic energy project 
sheuld refrain from talking about 
technical information. Writers for 
the Bulletin include many prom- 
inent nuclear physicists. 


Dr. Rabinowitch said it is im- 
portant for scientists who work on 
technical problems in atomic en- 
ergy be given the chance to dis- 
cuss the political and military de- 
cisions on the bomb. He added 
that judgment of scientists as to 
what should and should not be 
said can be relied on.

Experts here call that the “old | 
trade triangle.” Trade triangles | 
existed normally all over the | 
world before World War I and’ 
to some extent between the two '| 
wars. They are so important that 
the major drive of recent United 
States foreign economic policy 
has been to recreate them. 

Why? They permit industrial 
nations—such as the United 
States, Canada, Britain, France, | 
Belgium, Germany and Japan— | 
to live side by side. Such nations | 
must buy much of their raw ma- 
terials in the non-industrial na- 
tions. Those areas are then free 
to buy machines and consumers’ | 
goods wherever they find the 
right price and quality. | 
Since 1945—in a war-wrecked 
world—all important trade lines 
have been largely straight ones— 
to the United States and back. 
This country can’t possibly buy 
enough from the whole non-Com- 
munist world to put enough dol- 
lars in its hands to buy all the 
industrial goods and food it needs.

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Foreign Ministers Make History

HE London conferences of May 1950 
Ten the agreements reached in them 
between the chief Atlantic Powers are 
the most important international events 
since the Second World War. They close 
a chapter of history and begin a new one. 

Underlying the mass of detailed an- 
nouncements there are two fundamental 
decisions which put the future policy of 
the Atlantic nations on an entirely new 
foundation and moreover change the whole 

: framework in which international affairs 
have hitherto been conducted. 

The first of these decisions is the final 
official acceptance of the fact that it has 
proved impossible, owing to the aggressive 
policy of Russia, to terminate the Second 
World War by a generally agreed peace 
settlement on traditional lines. The vain 
attempt to agree on such a peace settle-. 
ment which has been pursued for exactly 
five years—since the German surrender 
on May 7, 1945—has been finally buried 
in London. 

Russia has been officially branded 
“the only militaristic and aggressive 
power in the world.” Policy is no longer 
based on any hope of agreement with 
Russia. The restoration of peaceful and 
co-operative relations with the former 
enemy nations, Germany and Japan, 
will henceforth be undertaken by other 
means, which in the case of Germany 
have already been announced in London. 


At the same time, the Atlantic powers 
have reaffirmed that their strength “will 
never be used for aggressive purposes.” 
They have definitely rejected the possi- 
bility of seeking to overcome the deadlock 
with Russia, which cannot be resolved by 
negotiation and agreement, by resort to 
war. This implies a future relationship

and with higher officers from other nations.

mentator, wrote in. Friday’s Post-Dispatch 
that even by 1953 the Allies would have but 
21 divisions in West Europe instead of the 
absolute minimum of 30, unless they were

Powers are agreed: Germany cannot be de- 
fended without using German soldiers.”

A Hot Wind Blowing 


A ‘hot wind of hysteria is scorching the United 
States. And the heat is taking something out of 
us. Some of us are no longer acting as Ameri- 
cans have always been accustomed to act. 

Traditionally, no man carried his head higher 
than the American. He was free. He was un- 
afraid. He spoke his mind in a club or on a 
soapbox. His fellow-citizens might send him to 
Congress or give him the horse-laugh. But they 
did not make him do the goose-step. 

Now look! We have won the toughest of wars, 
yet some of us have been talked into a state of 
almost panic fear. Some regard with sispicion 
not only their public officials, but even their 
neighbors. They give ear to stdol-pigeons, and 
they would sacrifice liberties to anxieties. 

Signs of this are only too numerous. Senator 
McCarthy continues his unsupported attacks on 
the State Department. Indeed, he is reversing a 
fundamental of American justice by expecting 
his victims to establish their innocence. 

In the Knauff case, the Department of Jus- 
tice seeks to banish a young woman without 
telling her, or the courts, or the Congress, the 
basis of its charge against her. 

The case of William Remington of the Com- 
merce Department is being opened again by the 
House Committee on Un-American Activities al- 
though he has been vindicated no less than 
three times. 

Has anybody forgotten the ordeal to which 
David Lilienthal was submitted by the United 
States Senate? Or the ordeal of Dr. Condon? 
Or the burning of an edition of the Scitntific 
American?

Some of the states have been as active in 
witch-hunting as Federal authorities. Several 
have adopted anti-subversive laws such as Mary- 
Jjand’s Ober Act. The author of that law also 
sought to have Harvard University purge its 
faculty. The Illinois Legislature undertook an 
abortive “investigation” of the University of 
Chicago. And an intensive effort was made to 
force a test oath on the teachers of the Uni- 
versity of California. 

Even the Supreme Court has been touched 
by the hot wind. It has sanctioned the wire- 
tapping denounced by Justice Holmes. And it 
has handed down other decisions in recent 
months, circumscribing ancient liberties. 

What is behind this retreat from freedom? 

First of all, there is the threat of totalitarian 
Conimunism. It igs hardly necessary to point out 
again how real this is. Prudence demands every 
possible safeguard. That is why the nation 
carries an unprecedented military burden. 
And it has undertaken the vast program of the 
Marshall plan. Obviously, it must also be on 
guard against subversion at home. But there is a 
serious question whether McCarthyism helps to 
expose foreign agents, or whether it creates the 
very division and dissension which they must be 
eager to plant in the American mind. 

Most unhappily, there are demagogues in the 
United States who seek to make political capital 
out of hysteria. The recent campaign in Florida 
— in which the successful candidate, Representa- 
tive Smathers, boasted that he did not wear the 
red tie of Harvard as did Senator Pepper—is a 

case in point. Another is the campaign against 
Senator Graham in North Carolina. Indeed, 
there are those who would fashion such insinu- 
ations and innuendoes into a tool for the next 
national campaign. What a smoke screen for 
those who would curtail civil liberties for the 
sake of personal gain!

The London Times calls this “a counter- 
attack of the primitives against the intellectuals.” 
Unfortunately, a certain distrust of intelligence 
forms a minor strain in the American character. 
It is revealed by the easy laugh at the professor, 
and the contemptuous note in such a term as 
“brain-truster.” Yet, on the whole, America has 
made almost a fetish of education. Nowhere else 
is such store set by the high school diploma and 
the college degree. 

It is of the essence of the current hysteria, 
however, that men of intelligence—for example, 
Secretary Acheson—are blamed for the troubles 
of the times. 

“There are moments in every man’s life, in 
the life of every nation,” said Charles Eliot Nor- 
ton, “when, under the excitement of passion, the 
simple truths which in common times are the 
foundation upon which the right order and 
conduct of life depend are apt to be forgotten 
and disregarded.” 

This could be such a moment in our history. 
But conditions are far too perilous to risk rule 
by passion. If ever the American people needed 
to rededicate themselves calmly to the first 
principles of freedom and democracy, this is 
such a time. It is a time not for passion and 
fear, but for prudence, wisdom and courage: 
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To Oofie, Nero and George

A Maverick Wins Out 

Renomination of Senator Wayne Morse in 
Oregon's Republican primary is good news for 
two reasons. It represents a defeat for the kind 
of Red smear campaign which was used so 
tellingly against Senator Pepper in Florida. And 
it confirms the record of a Senator who dared 
to depart from party lines; who promised, if 
renominated, to keep on voting “independently 
upon issues as I see them.” 

The Senate needs independents like Morse, 
and the country needs voters who decline to be 
swept off their feet by McCarthyism. 

After Pepper's defeat in Florida, the oppo- 
nents of Senator Morse took heart. They de- 
nounced him for opposing the deportation of 
Harry Bridges seven years ago, for once sup- 
porting the pardon of Tom Mooney, for voting 
to confirm Henry Wallace and Aubrey Williams. 
There was even an effort te link him with the 
Fuchs spy case because he had urged that “we 
listen to the men of science rather than to 
those appealing to the fears of the people.” 

Under the pressure of conservative opposition 
within his own party, Senator Morse retreated 
from some of his progressive positions. Having 
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often defended TVA, he felt compelled to come 
out against a Columbia Valley Authority. Yet 
he remains a maverick, an independent, a Re- 
publican unwilling to have his thinking done 
for him by the party leadership. 

If the weters send him back to the Senate 
next November we hope he confinues to merit 
membership in the brave little company of 
Republican liberals. 
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At Last. Point Four 


In his inaugural message of Jan. 20, 1949, 
President Truman said: 

We must embark on a bold new program 
for making the benefits of our scientific ad- 
vances and industrial progress available for 
the improvement and growth of under-de- 
veloped areas. 

This was “Point Four” in the Truman foreign 
policy. Point One called for “unfaltering sup- 
port to the United Nations.” Point Two pledged 
continuation of aid for world economic recovery, 
and Point Three declared that 

we will strengthen freedom-loving nations 

against the dangers of aggression. 

Now, 15 months after the inaugural, Con- 
gress is at last acting on Point Four. By now 
the project is not very new, certainly not bold, 
and in truth only the germ of a program. Yet 
it is a start toward something that could become 
both bold and new—an inspired method of shar- 
ing human progress which avoids the evils of 
imperialism and enables backward peoples to ad- 
vance themselves without sacrificing liberty. 

The $45,000,000 starter fund asked by the ad: 
ministration was cut to $35,000,000 by congres- 
sional conferees. It is a small sum by comparison 
with the billions committed for economic and 
military aid. But there*may be advantages in 
a modest beginning. 

When one looks at the industrially primitive 
areas of the world, one naturally imagines what 
changes could be wrought with TVAs on the 
Ganges, vast reclamation projects in the Middle 


Eastern deserts, and factories in Southeast Asia. * 


The truth is that some of these regions are so 
far below a decent standard of development that 
they first need hoes rather than tractors, gaso- 
line engines rather than turbines, the technique 
and tools of handcraft rather than mass produc- 
tion. Above all, they first need knowledge, 
skills, technical insight. 

We hope that the United Nations will be grant- 
ed a central role in the program. To be fully 
effective, it must be fully international. Our re- 
turn on the investment will consist not of any 
purchased gratitude or guaranteed allegiance, 
but of the benefits accruing to all peoples in an 
interdependent world. 
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Seven Days 

On the night of May 27-28, 1947, a safe in the 
Kansas City Election Commissioners’ office was 
blasted and vital evidence in the 1946 Demo- 
cratic primary vote frauds was stolen.

This threatened extinction of the free-think- 
er, of the small “1” or large “L” liberal, is a 
phenomenon which is not limited to Britain. In 
many countries men feel compelled to join

“A readers’ writer.” 

That is what we called Lloyd Lewis when 
he met his last deadline a year ago. ‘He al- 
ways,’ we said, “had something to say and said 
jt arrestingly well.” 

This opinion of Lloyd Lewis is borne out.a 
thousand times by “Capt. Sam Grant,” which 
tomorrow takes its place beside that memorable 
earlier work of his, “Sherman, Fighting Prophet.” 

For this is biography by the master 
reporter—from the moment when the Jesse 
Grants and the relatives write names on slips 
of paper and little Anne draws “Ulysses” out 
of a hat until the new Colonel takes charge of 
his regiment on the eve of the Civil War. What 
scenes and events and people lie between! The 
wide curving Ohio, laden with emigrant flat 
boats, traveling the great highway to the west. 
Dogwood blossoms in the wilderness, April oak 
leaves the size of a squirrel’'s ear and corn 
between the stumps in the clearing. The schoo!- 
boy bringing in chips for the stove. The 
abstemious cadet at West Point, known to ail 
for his horsemanship and not doing too badly in 
his classes. The tannery at Galena, Hardscrabble 
farm and the house at Ninth and Barton streets. 
St. Louis, and all the Dents, the O’Fallons and 
the other fine families of the bustling river town. 

Then there were the smoke and dust and 
powder of the Mexican war and the singing 
senoritas between battles and those letters from 
“Dear Julia” and letters back to her from her 
soldier, Dudie, with the ragged, red beard. It 
got to be the time of the Dred Scott case. and.

Sam Grant” is biography the way it should be 
written but so seldom is. We offer this as a tip 


to future tellers of the lives of other Shermans 


and Grants—those who have the wisdom to see 
it and the wit and skill and humanness to use it.

The function of. the intellectual, says 
William A. Orton in his newly published 
book, “The Economic Role of the State” 
(Chicago), is to maintain the “pressure of 
reason upon mere circumstance.” 


Moreover, “The Economic Role of the 
State” is an excellent laboratory demon- 
stration of how a public debate on matters 
of grave social importance should be con- 
dueted. Prof. Orton says in effect that the 
coercive power of the 
state should be held 
to a minimum and 
that minimum should 
be determined, not 
by a bare majority 
but. by a moral con- 
sensus of the com- 
munity affected. 

It should be said 
that in publishing 
this book the Uni- 
versity of Chicago 
Press has furthered 
the effort to main- 
tain the “pressure 
of reason upon mere 
circumstance.” This 
phrase, in fact, might well be used as 
a criterion in judging all university- 
press publications dealing with the prob- 
lems of our times. 

The university press not only has an ob- 
ligation to examine the controlling ideas 
and impulses now operating in society but 
to examine them scrupulously. Certainly 
it cannot abandon the line of strict reason- 
ing in hope of gaining a wider hearing.

Motives of Retribution 


In effect Yatmashita’s execution was a 
token punishment and therefore in the 
same case as the Nazi liquidation of hos- 
tages. American justice was supplanted 
by callous motives of retribution, a fact 
that was merely emphasized by going 
through with the appearance of a fair 
trial. 

Another interesting book from the uni- 
versity press tells us that even judges 
trained in the law are fallible human be- 


ings quite as liable to predispositions and 
prejudices as anybody. Jerome Frank. the 
author of “Courts on Trial” (Princeton). is 
a judge himself and should know. What 
seems more important are Judge Frank's 
strictures on the jury system. 


Juries often reach their verdicts for 
many reasons not connected with the evi- 
dence or the case. This is not too sur- 
prising but the author thinks that juries 
are so unreliable in classifying evidence 
and in penetrating to the essentials of an 
issue that they should be dispensed with 
except in major criminal cases. 


When Unjons Are Strong 


The jury system, like all other elements 
of our democracy, is affected by the gen- 
eral intellectual and moral climate, and 
Henry Steele Commager in “The Ameri- 
can Mind” (Yale) describes the historical 
fluctuations of that climate. But though 
Mr. Commager’s book is focused largely 
on the past it obviously has a significance 
for here-and-now. The composite Ameri- 
can is a world figure; he doesn’t like it 
too much and he faces into the responsibil- 
ities and privileges of his new eminence 
with obvious reluctance. 


In the field of labor relations the univer- 
sity press has made a provocative contri- 
bution in “Unions and Capitalism,” by 
Charles E. Lindblom (Yale). Prof. Lind- 
blom holds that unions have grown so 
strong that they threaten both the capital- 
ist economy and the workers themselves. 
The day has definitely arrived when la- 
bor statesmanship, capable of thinking in 
terms of the whole society, is mandatory. 


Books for business men in recent uni- 
versity-press lists include, “The Dynamics 
of Business Cycles,” by Jan Tinbergen and 
J. J.’ Polak (Chicago), “Catalogues and 
Counters: A History of Sears, Roebuck & 
Co.,” by Boris Emmet and John E. Jeuck 
(Chicago), and “Human Action,” by Lud- 
wig von Mises (Yale). The last is a schol- 
arly treatise but the reactionary business 
man who can grapple with it should find 
it immensely soothing. 


A Misdirected: Effort 


The subject of “Primer of Intellectual! 
Freedom,” by Howard Mumford Jones 
(Harvard), is indicated by its title. “Amer- 
icans Betrayed,” by Morton Grodzins (Chi- 
cago), discusses freedom denied. Specifi- 


ally it describes the evacuations of Japa- 


nese-Americans from the Pacific Coast. 

A good example of misdirected effort 
on the part of the university press is pro- 
vided in “My Retreat from Russia,” by 
Vladimir Petrov (Yale). It has its rewards 
as an adventure story but adds nothing to 
the documentation of life inside Russia. 

This is certainly a waste if one assumes 
that the university press in exploring con- 
temporary affairs should systematically 
formulate criteria for serious decisions. 
This becomes an even greater obligation 
at a time when the periodical press seems 
to be growing progressively weaker—quan- 
titatively, at any rate—in its penetration 
to the heart of modern problems.

Chillicothe, Missouri, was a 
pretty good place for a boy 

to grow up if he weren't too 
interested in such epicene phe- 
nomena as books, pictures, 
music and drama. So says 
Clyde Brion Davis, a former 
hillicothean who recently re- 
turned to the scenes of his 
youth for another look and 
who stayed long enough to 
make a few pertinent compari- 
sons. These _ observations, 
worked up into a full length 
sociological study, have now 
been published as “The Age of 
Indiscretion.” (Lippincott). It's 
a thoroughly readable book for 
Mr. Davis has flavored its sub- 
stance with the rich juices of 
topical allusion, homely anec- 
dote and picturesque metaphor.

Novel About 
Child's Life 


THE PINK HOUSE, by Nelia Gard- 
ner White. (The Viking Press, 31! 
pgs., $3.) 

ORAH came to the pink 

N house, a lonely, unwanted, 

unlovely child aged seven, 

to live with her Aunt Rose, 
Uncle John, her four covsins, 
and their Aunt Poll. The novel 
is the story of Norah’s life with 
this family; there is Aunt Rose, 
an evil, selfish, and unprin- 
cipled woman, Aunt Poll who 
willingly and lovingly accepts 
the task of nurturing the un- 
welcome child and eventually 
changes her from a helpless, 
self-pitying cripple into a cour- 
ageous, intellectual and emo- 
tionally mature young woman, 
and there is Paul, the only one 
of the four cousins who is kind 
and gentle to Norah. 


All the characters, with one 
exception, are more or less 
nebulous people shown in a 
faded black-and-white as com- 
pared to Aunt Poll who is 
clearly defined in technicolor. 
Even Aunt Rose's malignant in- 
fluence in the family does not 
seem so profound as the author 
would have us believe for Aunt 
Rose is not a convincing, three 
dimensional person. 


It may be that Mrs. White 
purposely developed her char- 
acters in direct proportion to 
the extent to which Norah (as 
narrator) knows and_  under- 
stands them., If this is the case 
it is appropriate that Aunt 
Poll should be the only com- 
plete characterization in the 
book. 

There are too few powerful 
passages descriptive of the 
house itself and its New Eng- 
land surroundings to make the 
pink house, as the title indi- 
cates, a personality and a domi- 
nator of the people who live 
in it. The author has con- 
centrated on the creation of 
persuasive word pictures of 
feelings and thoughts and high 
emotions. This she has done 
so skillfully that the sentimen- 
tal reader will arrive on page 
311 with a definite lump in his 
throat if not a tear in his eye. 

It is interesting to note that 
Nelia Gardner White actually 
saw the pink house. When she 
first noticed it, it was a conven- 
tional white and green New 
England house; later, on passing 
again, she saw the house being 
painted pink. Instantly it be- 
came “a symbol of courage” 
and she began to speculate on 
the daring of the occupants 
who defied convention. “What 
kind of a person would dare 
to paint one of these old land- 
marks pink?” Thus, “The Pink 
House” had its beginning.

Of Science 
Fantasies 


FROM OFF THIS WORLD, Edited by 
Leo Margulies and Oscer J. Friend. 
(Merlin Press, Inc. 430 pgs., $2.95.) 

HE trend in science fiction 
today is toward anthologies, 
and Oscar Friend and Leo 

Margulies, editors of this col- 

lection, have done a particular- 

ly good job. Eighteen short 
stories, all by men of standing 
in the field of the fantastic fu- 
ture, make “From Off This 

World” a treat for the science 

fiction reader. 

Particularly gratifying to this 
reviewer was the inclusion of 
“A Martian Oddyssey,” Stanley 
Weinbaum’s standard, which 
now, by virtue of frequent re- 
printing, is almost a classic in 
the field. Meeting Mr. Wein- 
baum’s Teel, the ostrich-like 
Martian, his silica-eating ani- 
mal and the deadly dream octo- 
pus is like meeting old friends. 
The story, first published 15 
years ago, retains its freshness 
and appeal. 

Some science fiction writers 
might take a clue from the very 
obvious reason why this is so. 
Teel and his friends and ene- 
mies have character. In them- 
selves they are no less fantastic 
than the unbelievable denizens 
of most science fiction stories, 
but—and this makes all the dif- 
ference in the world—Teel pos- 
sesses human attributes. What 
results is science fiction with 
personality. Mr. Weinbaum de- 
pends as much on human frail- 
ty as on weird invention and 
fantasy. The routine rocket 
ships and energy guns, in fact, 
take a back seat. 

Perhaps it is a reaction 
against atom guns, heat rays 


and the like, but avid science 
fiction readers are looking 
more and more for the personal 
touch and for humor in their 
fare. “A Martian Oddyssey” 
and “The Man From Mars.” 
also in this collection, fill the 
bill admirably. 

“The Literary Corkscrew,” by 
David Keller, a doctor, is also 
an outstanding story in the Sci- 
ence-Fantasia category.

And the average weight of air- 
frame is twice that of World War 
It types.

Almost everything about pres- | 
‘ent-day planes weighs more—and | 
‘costs more. | 

A World War II light bomber | 
had about 50 pounds of instru- 
ments.

The 
bomber called “medium” in this 
jet age is nine times the weight 
\of a wartime “medium,” . three 
‘times the weight of a wartime

18-Month Time Lag. | 

Top officials have said that, in | 
case of unanticipated war, it 
_would take 18 months or more to | 
push production high enough to 
| overcome combat losses and show | 
_@ gain in over-all strength. 

_ The “flow time’—date of order 
| to delivery—for a jet engine al- 
ready in production is 16 months. 
For bombing computors it is two 
years, for navigation equipment 
nearly a year. A bomber must 
have all those items for combat. 

The bomber itself spends four 
months in the plant from start of 
assembly to “roll-out.” 

After that it must be ftight- 
checked, modified to meet 
changes made while it was in 
production, assigned to a group 
for organizational training, 
equipped and sent to combat. 

Today’s production of military 
combat, transport and training 
planes is about 225 a month. By 
rule of thumb, that could be in- 
creased to 675 planes a month 
one year from the _ go-ahead 
signal.

Then the 
little family ducked inside the 
plane for a private reunion. 

Mrs. Shirley Bender, 25 years 
old, and 4-year-old Kathy had 
been waiting at Glenview naval 
air station for nearly two hours. 
So had his ‘mother, his parents- 
in-law, and a mob of Navy and 
Marine Corps personnel, news- 
paper men and photographers. 

When the big silver plane 
dipped out.of the~ sun onto the 
airfield, Mrs. Bender clutched 
Kathy’s hand tensely. The ramp 
was swung into position, the plane 
door swung open — and out 
stepped Sgt. Bender. He didn’t 
get a chance to speak—his wife 
rushed into his arms, Kathy just 
behind her. When the three 
emerged from the plane some five 
minutes later, the sergeant was 
wearing a crooked smear of lip- 
stick and his wife’s corsage was 
squashed flat. 

Plane Was Forced Down. 

Mrs. Bender hadn't heard a 
word from her husband since he

This is the type 


of shot that would be used over a sand trap or an embankment in order to hit the green and make an abrupt stop. The techmique is described by Professional Bolton. He points out the errors made by 
Mrs. Culver, who really knows better. She is a star pupil, who this spring reduced her handicap by six strokes to just 15 strokes. (In the photographs, Bolton shot right over the camera, Mrs. Culver 
requested that snaps of her be made at an angle in the interest of the photographer's safety.)

We Ran the Rackets Out of 


Ohio Police Chief, Who Called Gang Czar Costello 
‘Glorified Goon,’ Tells Own Story of How He Made 
It Hot for Gamblers — Backed by Young Mayor

(Editor's note: When Edward J. Allen Jr. appeared late last month in Washington before a sub: 
committee of the United States Senate investigating gambling, nobody could recall ever having 
heard of him before. When he left the witness stand one hour and 20 minutes later the 43-year- 
old chief of police at Youngstown, O., was something of a national figure. Frank Costello, the 
N-w York racket kingpin, testified the same day and the Senators all but invited him for junch. 
Chief Allen made headlines by calling Costello a "glorified goon” and telling how gambling could 
be licked. He knew because he licked it in Youngstown, a city known for red-hot open-hearth steel 
furnaces and, until recently, equally hot rackets. Allen here begins his own story of how he got 


the job done.) 


YOUNGSTOWN, O., May 20. 


HEY used to call Youngstown 
T “the little Chicago.” Less 
than two and a half years ago 
the rackets ran wild. Punch- 
boards and numbers books were 
standard equipment on cigar store 
counters. Slot machines clanked 
away around every corner. Fif- 
teen bookmakers prospered open- 
ly and Youngstown enjoyed the 
doubtful distinction of being state 
headquarters for the racing wire 
service furnishing betting news 
to such centers as Cleveland, Co- 
lumbus and Dayton. 
» Hoodlums had little to fear 
from the law. Police officers 
didn’t feel like shooting at them 
and some cops couldn’t have done 
any shooting because they didn’t 
know how. Nobody had ever 
shown them how to fire their serv- 
ice revolvers. You can see why 
Youngstown became a ’ favored 
hide-out where up-and-coming fu- 
gitives might come to “cool off.” 
We still don’t run a Garden of 
Eden around here. We cut the 
bookies off from telegraph and 
telephone service, but the books 


‘moved just outside the city limits 


and their fast-moving legmen 
take bets on the Square downtown 
and telephone them in to head- 
quarters. At least their elaborate 
racing wire transmission set-up 
has moved to Steubenville. The 
Governor co-operated with us and 
closed the notorious Jungle Inn 
near the edge of town. Its 100- 
odd slot machines went on the 
scrap heap just the other day, 
including the one that “guaran- 
teed” a $1000 jackpot. I seriously 
doubt whether you would find 
a pinball game running in Youngs- 
town today, 

Credit for the clean-up belongs 
to the reform administration that 
brought me here from Erie, Pa., 
in 1948. I guess they liked my 
qualifications. For one thing I 
had been sufficiently unpopular 
with the “right” people in Erie 
to stay a patrolman for 10 years. 
My fellow officers kept warning 
me to “stay out of trouble” and 
some wouldn’t speak to me. 
Hoodlums tried to intimidate my 
wife and children and once a 
racket boss tried to put me on 
his payroll at $50 a week. 

* * * 


AM chief of police now/ but 
| tite is still a little rough at 

times.. During the last political 
campaign two politicians traveled 
to Erie to dig unsuccessfully into 
my past. There have been two 
court actions to oust me from 
office. . And although I get a 
bigger salary than ever before, 
$4900 a year, bringing up two 
children is expensive and I have 
to contribute to so many good 
causes that I have less money in 
the bank than I had the day I 
left Erie. ° 

I don’t mind discussing what 
happened in Erie and here be- 
cause I believe it might give peo- 
ple a clearer picture of how the 
rackets operate and how they can 
be licked. After all, Youngstown 
is just a town of 175,000 people. 
The same rackets, run by the 
same methods, still flourish else- 
where. 

When I testified last month be- 
fore a subcommittee of the United 
States Senate which is investi- 
gating gambling on a national 
scale, perhaps some Senators 
thought we used special tricks to 
run the rackets out of Youngs- 
town. We seemed to get more 
done in that line than some other 
cities. 

We didn’t use any tricks. We 
just enforced the law. But—and 
this is a big “but”’—we had the 
backing of the political forces 
which are in the saddle. I contend 
that any police chief or sheriff 
with the same resolve and the 
same backing can do the same 
job. 
I suppose you might say that 
my troubles in Erie were heredi- 
tary. I was born there and my 
father was on the local police

to keep his mouth shut. That’s 
why a lot of people think cops 
are dumb. A rookie would come 
off a truck today and walk a 
beat tomorrow. Someone comes 
up and asks him what’s the law 
on this or that. Of course he 
hasn’t the faintest idea. So as 
a self-defense he'd put on a 
tough guy act. Fortunately, we're 
coming out of that stage now. 

I asked an old-timer about his 
gun. He said, “Son, you always 
want to leave your gun in your 
holster.” I asked him to take his 
out anyway and he couldn't be- 
cause it was corroded to the hol- 
ster. When he finally got it out 
he couldn’t release the chamber. 
It was stuck, too. If he had had 
to use it, he wouldn’t have been 
able to get it out in a million 
years. Once he got it out he 
wouldn’t know what to do with 
it. It was the same through the 
whole force, from top to bottom.

FTER a week or so of walking 
A: was put on the “supply list.” 

That meant you were available 
for any job that came along and 
needed doing. That way you got 
to know different beats. I didn’t 
get a beat of my own until about 
a half a year went by—it was a 
promotion almogt. I had cler- 
ical experience, and so once in a

force for more than 20 years. He 
became national president of the 
Fraternal Order of Police, but he 
was never promoted from his low- 
ly station of patrolman. 


Cops were pushing for the 
eight-hour day in those times. My 
father lobbied for the eight-hour 
law in Harrisburg, the state capi- 
tal. The law passed. but his own 
bosses wouldn't put it in effect. 
He went to court and won, but 
the politicians caused him to be 
taken off the traffic detail and 
given a night beat. 

We're a policeman’s family, s0 
to speak.. My mother's only 
brother, Jack Grant, was a detec- 
tive sergeant. He was shot and 
killed in 1912 while trying to 
make an arrest. My own brother 
is secretary of thé’ detective bu- 
reau at Erie now. 

There were five youngsters in 
my family and I was the second 
oldest. I remember my mother 
telling me that Dad was making 
$75 a month when they got mar- 
ried, and there never was much 
money around. In high school I

the time I was 11 until I was 15, 
I sold groceries. Police work 
didn’t appeal to me. I went along 
to police conventions when I was 
a kid and saw what troubles my 
father had. He never encouraged 
me to become a cop. In fact, he 
told me more than once there 
were better ways to make a liv- 
ing.. By now I really know what 
he meant. 
ae * 


OR six. months after leaving 
Frere’ Central High in 1926 I 

worked as a machinist, but I 
couldn't get interested in it. 
Then the Union Trust Co. took 
me on as a $50-a-month messen- 
ger. I graduated to bookkeeping 
and when I quit I was making 
$90 as a teller in one of the cages 
out front. I quit because the job 
was too confining. I used to 
play semi-pro basketball for the 
City League and the Social 
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vacation I filled in on an inside 
job.. About that time I also got 
a third-class radio license. It was 
roustabout stuff, and after three 
years of it I filled in summers in 
the detective bureau. 

In February 1941, the 
agent in charge of the Pittsburgh 
district asked our chief to as- 
sign a man to work with the res- 
ident FBI agent in Erie to help 
ferret out un-American elements, 
especially members of the Ger- 
man-American Bund which was 
strong in Erie then. The chief 
said he didn’t want to make-a 
choice for fear of being accused 
of favoritism, so he asked the 
agent to take a list of three to 
the Mayor and let the Mayor pick. 
I don’t know why I got the job— 
perhaps it was because my name 
began with an “A.” If they had 
known what was to happen later 
they probably would have chosen 
the next man. 

While working in the FBI of- 
fice I came across a white slave 
case involving local violations that 
looked serious. Houses of prostitu- 
tion were running wide open and 
police officers were seen in them 
having drinks. I told the chief 
about it. 

“If you want to do anything 
about that, go ahead,” he told me, 
“but you're on your own.” 

He gave me a lecture on pol- 
itics and the power of political 


bosses. 
“Didn't you take an oath to en- 
force all the laws?” I asked him. 
“You're one hundred per cent 
right,” he replied. “Just go out 
yourself and you'll find you can’t 


buck the pressure. 

I didn’t believe that then and I 
don’t believe it now. If I ever do, 
I'll probably leave this work. 

Another department head got 
wind of what I was investigating

town had its beginnings in 
November 1947, when the 
people elected the youngest

Allen held the low- 
est rank of the lot, but the 
mayor elect offered him the 
job—It was a mutual in- 
terview: the mayor-elect 
wanted to know about the 
applicant's qualifications. 
The thin-lipped curly- 
haired applicant wanted to 
know whether the incoming 
administration was sincere 
in its desire to clean up. 


Chief Allen did such an 


: effective job that the F.B.L. 
Y 
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and warned me that I was going 
to get in trouble. He said I was 
stepping on the toes of someone 
with a lot of political power. I 
remember his words: “I wouldn't 
want to be in your shoes,” he said. 


I went ahead on my own—free- 
lancing, you might.say—and when 
I had enough evidence I went to 
the District Attorney and he was 
all right. We da punk con- 
nected with one of the houses and 
they all closed down. The man we 
arrested got only 18 months—he 
might have gotten up to 25 years 
—but the houses stayed closed 
permanently.

Pleasant Weekend. 
In Southwest Ozarks 


By Leonard Hall 


N our trip through the southwestern Ozarks last week, we 

put up on Saturday night at one of the many comfortable 

tourist hotels in Branson and, after dinner, set out to find , 
our friend Jim Owen. This was not a difficult task, for Jim 
is of a size to be seen from 
almost any point in town. We 
found him, in fact, at the at- 
tractive and § well-stocked 
sporting goods store which is 
headquarters for the famous 
float-fishing trips that Jim 
operates on White river and 
its tributaries. His shop is 
an interesting place, its walls 
covered with trophies and 
signed photographs from his 
fishing friends. Among these 
we noted such names as 
Thomas Hart Benton, Alf 
Landon, Bob Lincoln, Ray 
Bergman, Gene Autry, Don 
McNeil and Grantland Rice, 
to mention only a few. Al- 
though I hadn't seen Jim for 
10 years or more, it doesn’t 
take fishermen long to renew 
an acquaintance; and next 
morning at breakfast we 
plotted that, somehow or other before this season is over, we 
are going to float White river together. This is important, 
for the Bull Shoals dam will soon turn the stretch of White 
river below Branson inf® one more of the costly and essen- 
tially useless dead-water “biological deserts’ on which the 
people of this nation are wasting billions of dollars. 


We made an early start on Sunday morning and drove 
out past the famous School of the Ozarks, where mountain 
youngsters learn to become useful citizens, then on to the site 
of Table Rock dam which will eventually flood the rest of 
upper White river valley. After that, we struck off down into 
the wilderness country which lies between Hollister and the 
Arkansas line. Here is located the famous St. Louis Game 
park, where there are some 3500 acres under deer fence. 
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Our next objective was the mountain farm of 
Herb Webster, tucked away back in the National For- 
est between the little town of Bradleyville and Her- 
cules Wildlife Refuge. To reach the farm we retraced 
our route to Hollister, then climbed again into the high 
and spectacular glade country. There is only one way 
to travel here, which is to follow the roads that ride 
the long ridges between the drainages. Looking out 
across these bare mountainsides with their strips of 
dark cedar, one would think the land had been cleared 
for pasture. But when you reach a particularly high 
point and command a sweep of perhaps 200 square 
miles with the binoculars, you realize that the farms 
are few and far between. 
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@ THERE WAS A TIME when many cattle were carried in 
all of this country. As pasture grew scarce, annual burning 
of the bluestem grass became the common practice; and for a 
few years this actually stepped up the quality of the forage 
by making the plant nutrients available through the ashes. 
But the fertility of the thin soil-cover dropped rapidly. Brush 
invaded the range to destroy what pasture remained, Even as 
this died out and the grass once more became dominant, it did 
not contain the nutrients to make good pasture. Farms and 
mountain holdings were abandoned. Today the Forest Service 
has taken over the long, slow task of reforesting the steep 
north slopes of the hollows and bringing back the bluestem on 
the depleted limestone hills. Yet because of this limestone 
base, the job is not a helpless one and is well worth doing. 


Herb Webster is a fine example of a good Ozark land 
manager. He farms, if a careful program of pasture and grass 
management can be called farming rather than ranching, some 
2000 acres in the heart of this wild country on the Beaver 
creek drainage. A good idea of the basic carrying capacity 
of this land is that Webster’s herd of Herefords consists of 
about the same number of animals as does ours at Possum 
Trot on 320 acres. He has the advantage of low-cost land; 
ours lies in the fact that wé can turn out a bigger calf in a 
given period of time, Herb has a number of interesting grass- 
growing experiments under way on the farm and he and Buck 
and I hiked out to look them over, leaving Ginnie and Doris 
to visit with Mrs. Webster and her girls.

There is a problem in farming this country which 
city sportsmen would have a hard time considering as 
serious. Taney county carries perhaps the highest 
concentration of deer in the Ozarks. The proportion 
of improved to wild land is very small, while much of 
the wild land is so depleted of food elements in the 
soil that it is difficult for any animal to take a living 
from it. Se whenever a farmer builds up a piece of 
bottom land, limes and fertilizes it and plants it to 
alfalfa, the deer arrive in droves. This, to many a 
Missourian who has never seen a wild deer in the 
Ozarks, may sound like a myth. Yet up at a new pond 
which Herb had built in a high field and which was 
just beginning te fill, the deer tracks were as thick 
as cow tracks around a water-hole. And we heard 
tales of farmers with small holdings whe are depend- 
ent on outside range for pasture, being forced to give 
up and move out because the deer made it impossible 
for them to cut a hay crop on their improved land. 
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@ ACTUALLY, this is not quite as bad as it sounds. Most 
of these holdings are sub-marginal and not very well farmed 
under any circumstances; while the forest range still needs 
years of soil-building to bring it, back to normal carrying ca- 
pacity. While this process is going on, and since the average 
small farmer can eke out only the barest existence, it would 
be wise to remove entirely most of this area from cultivation. 
In a countryside embracing perhaps a quarter-million acres we 
saw only two or three farms outside Herb Webster's that 
showed a really intelligent approach to the difficult problems 
of using this land well and wisely. It would not be a bad 
plan in the glade country, as in the granite and porphyry hills

Dorothy Fosdick, Daughter of Famous Clergyman, Holds Key Post in State Department

ITE diminutive and youthful 
T appearing daughter of one of 
America’s. most widely-known 
clergymen is rapidly emerging as 
one of Wasghington’s outstanding

She is Dorothy Fosdick, whose

retirement, with Mrs. Fosdick, in 
Bronxville, N. Y. 

Miss Fosdick is the first and 
only woman who has ever served 
on the State Department's Policy 
Planning Staff, the nine-member 
board which devises America’s 
long-range political world stra 
egy. She is. indeed, “the o 
woman in the history of the 
United States to serve in a sig- 
nificant position working continu- 
ously on the formulation of for- 
eign policy,” in the words of one 
veteran American diplomat. 

Miss Fosdick was picked for the 
Planning Staff primarily because 


eof her expert knowledge of the 


United Nations. 

She took part in State Depart- 
ment planning for the U. N. be- 
ginning in 1942 and was a mem- 
ber of the American delegations 
to the Dumbarton Oaks Confer- 
ence, where the great powers 
drafted: the preliminary agree- 
ment for establishing the U. N., 
and to the San Francisco Confer- 
ence, where the organization was 
finally established, She also took 
part in the work of the U. N. 
Preparatory Commission and was 
a delegate to every. General 
Assembly session from the outset 
until her — to the Plan- 
ning Staff. 

Women are chiefs of two Amer- 
can diplomatic missions abroad. 

rs. Eugenia Anderson is Am- 
bassador to Denmark and Mrs. 
Perle Mesta is Minister to Lux- 
embourg. The Mesdames Ander- 
son and Mesta are, however, po- 
litical appointees. They were 
chosen because of services they 
had rendered to the party in 
power in this country, and they 
are eminently eligible for replace- 
ment after the next presidential 
election—even if the Democrats 
win again. Each‘of them is con- 
cerned, moreover, with American 
relations with only a single small 
and at least relatively peaceful 
country. American women who 
have served in such diplomatic 
posts abroad in the past have 
been appointed and have served 
on similar terms. 

Miss Fosdick’s qualifications 
and status are quite different. She 
is a political independent who has 
never served any party. She was 
originally recruited by the State 
Department more than _ seven 
years ago from the faculty of 
Smith College because even then 
(she was barely 30 years old at 
the time) she was well and favor- 
ably known as a student and 
teacher in the fields of world 
politics and sociology. 

She has worked her way up 
through the vast hierarchy of the 
department, by sheer persever- 
ance and performance, until she 
is now concerned with the most 
exalted aspects of the nation’s 
global foreign policy. And, be- 
ing a civil servant “of career,” 
she presumably will continue in 
government service independently 
of changes in the party in power 
in Washington. 

Miss Fosdick attracted national 
attention early in her public ca-

They'd 
want to patent my discoveries. I 
feel that my findings should be- 
-long to the entire public.” 

The casual, matter-of-fact words 
were spoken by Dr. Choh Hao Li, 
37-year-old genius of biochem- 
istry. 

Dr. Li shrugs a boyish grin at 
the suggestion, but his associates 
at the University of California 
and his collaborators in scentific 
research throughout the world 
firmly believe that he will. one 
day be ranked with Louis Pas- 
teur as one of the great trailblaz- 
ers of medical history. 


‘ Pasteur developed the germ 


theory—and has already seen his 
findings transmuted into amazing 
cures and miraculous transforma- 
tions of living bodies. 

The best known wonder drug 
which Dr. Li helped develop is 
ACTH. The university credits 
him with being the first man to 
isolate the adrenocorticotropic 
hormone—better known as ACTH. 
That was seven years ago. Since 
then, ACTH has proved experi- 
mentally helpful in combatting 
such diseases as arthritis, rheu- 
matic fever, hay fever, asthma, 
allergies, eczema and nephritis. 
It is being used in research seek- 
ing the cause and cure of alco- 
holism and mental illness. 

ACTH has received so much 
publicity and acclaim that it irri- 
tates Dr. Li. The fact that his 
own name has virtually disap- 
peared from public considerations 
of the wonder drug doesn’t bother 
the Cantonese-born chemist. 
What annoys him is the great con- 
cern over what ACTH accom- 
plishes and the enormous intere 
est ‘in making it available in lar- 
ger quantities, as compared with 
the small amount of research be- 
ing undertaken to determine what 
gives the drug its wonder-working 
propensities. 

“Basic research—fundamental 
discovery—that’s what counts 
most,” Dr. Li declares with un- 
compromising fervor. “Applica- 
tion of the discoveries can come 
later. It’s more important in the 
Jong run to understand why some- 
thing happens than to just know 
that it does happen.” 

Despite this “ittitude, Dr. Li 
maintains close and helpful con- 
tacts with scores of researchers 
in universities, laboratories and 
medical institutions throughout 
the world who are attempting to 
apply the five hormones he suc- 
cessfully isolated to the conquest 
of disease.

OR example, there are the 

doctors struggling with the 

problem of growth. Why are 
some children dwarfed while oth- 
ers develop into ungainly giants? 
What makes some adults seven 
feet tall, while others stop grow- 
ing at five feet? 

Back in 1921, Dr. Herbert M. 
Evans and Joseph Long, Universi- 
ty of California biologists, dis- 
covered that pituitary gland pro- 
duces a secretion which governs 
bodily growth. A year after his 
ACTH success, Dr. Li isolated the 
growth hormone. 

A group of other university 
scientists seized the precious sub- 
stance and began a series of ex- 
periments with rats which may 
ultimately have major signifi- 
cance for the human race. 
Pituitary glands of young rats 
were removed by surgery when 
they were a month old. The 
rodents lived on, but stopped 
growing. 

When the rats had reached old

age—a year and a half, the 
equivalent of 60 years in a human 
—they were given tiny injections 
of growth hormone. Within a 
week, growth had begun. In a 
month, the laboratory animals 
were growing like adolescents. 
And it was an even, uniform 
growth, with all parts of the body 
participating — bones, muscles, 
nervous system, all kept pace. 

The rats grew to be giants 
among their species. They are 
still being carefully studied by re- 
searchers anxious to determine 
the full effects of the hormone on 
such factors as sex, longevity and 
general health. 

Should this astonishing growth 
hormone be tried out on human 
beings? 

Some day it will be, Dr. Li is 
convinced, but not until much 
more is known about it. 

The possibilities of this secre- 
tion—and of the other hormones 
isolated by the unostentatious 
Chinese chemist—literally stagger 
the imagination. 

Suppose that medical science 
could, with an injectidn or two, 
rescue children otherwise con- 
demned by improper growth to 
lives of abnormality and mis- 
formity. . . . Fantastic, perhaps, 
but no more unbelievable than 
some of the miracles. already

wrought by ACTH and Dr. Li's 
other discoveries. 

His research even holds a pos- 
sibility of solving the poignant 
problem of childless families who 
hunger for sons and daughters. 
Dr. Li doesn’t expect to provide 
the answer himself, but his find- 
ings may open the door for other 
scientists to penetrate to some of

ITUITARY gland secretions 
Prave a definite impact on sex- 

ual development. First hor- 
mone isolated by Dr. Li—before 
his thirtieth birthday—was ISCH, 
the interstitial cell-stimulating 
hormone. The interStitial cells 
form the outer envelope of the 
fertilized ovum in a_ pregnant 
mammal. Failure of the ovary to 
grow these cells would make re- 
production impossible. 


In 1942, Dr. Li discovered the 
lactogenic hormone, which stimu- 
lates the milk secreting cells in 
female mammals. This hormone 
makes it possible for a woman to 
nurse her baby. 

Dr. Li's’. single-minded § de- 
termination to isolate the basic 
chemicals controlling human 
growth and development is re- 
garded by his associates with awe. 
For most biochemists, the dis- 


covery of a single hormone would 
represent the crowning achieve- 
ment of a lifetime of effort. But 
Dr. Li, who has already isolated 
five hormones, is not satisfied 
with his accomplishments. 

“I am not successful yet,” he 
says. “There is so much more to 
do—so much more to learn—and 
there are, unfortunately, only 24 
hours a day.” ; 


Dr. Li toils day and night in 
his somewhat dingy laboratory in 
the basement of a _ university 
building. He thinks it is an ad- 
vantage that visitors must duck 
through a boiler room to reach 
his door—it helps keep unnetes- 
sary callers to a minimum. 

When he returned from setting 
up a new research project in 
ACTH synthesis at Uppsala, un- 
der sponsorship of the Medical 
Research Council of Sweden, the 
university decided to reward Dr. 
Li's prodigiousness by providing 
him with a more accessible spic- 
and-spannish laboratory. ‘The 
youthful looking scientist rebelled, 
preferring to continue his major 
researches in the old familiar 
quarters. 

“I’ve had so much luck here,” 
he explained, “that it would be 
silly to take a chance and move.” 

Dr. Li did accept a promotion 
to the rank of full professor of 


biochemistry, with a modest sal- 
ary increase. Previously, he had 
instructor 


other spheres, is too occupied to 
attempt an answer. His  back- 
ground demonstrates the univer- 
sality of science. 

Educated at the University of 
Nanking, Dr. Li was an instruc- 
tor there until he came to the 
United States in 1935 to seek a 
doctorate of philosophy at the 
University of California. He has 
been with the. university ever 
since. 

The only time he spends away 
from his laboratory which Dr. Li 
doesn’t begrudge are the hours he 
passes in his modest Berkeley 
home, near the campus, with his 
wife and three children, a son, 
We-hi, 10, and two daughters, 
Ann-Si, 5, and I-Fan, 2. 

Unaware that their father is 
one of the world’s most eminent 
biochemists, the children—like 
children the world over—hurl a 
constant stream of questions about 
anything and everything at him, 
which Dr. Li attempts to answer 
in his Oriental-accented English. 
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R. LI is too busy with his work 
[jana his children to be im- 

pressed by his status as a col- 
laborator of Dr. Arne, Tiselius, the 
Swedish Nobel Laureate, in the 
synthesis of an ACTH peptide 
fraction which will eliminate some 
damaging effects of the whole 
ACTH hormone; his receipt of the 
Ciba Award in Endocrinology from 
the Association for the Study of 
Internal Secretions; his intimate 
correspondence with the globe's 
top men in medical and chemical 
research, or the fabulous financial 
offers periodically dangled before 
him by private corporations. 

He takes a somewhat historical 
view: of the importance of his 
work, recognizing that humanity 
will not reap the full fruits of his 
labors for a long, long time. But 
some day—the Chinese scientist’s 
eyes sparkle at the prospect of 
far-off day when mankind may 
have mastered the mystery of 
disease and cast off the tyran- 
nical shackles of “incurable ill- 
ness” and physical and mental 
conditions before which medical 
science is helpless. 

This prospect, to him, is more 
enticing and important than inter- 
national political machinations or 
the research of other scientists 
aimed at developing a destructive 
hydrogen bomb and devastating 
techniques of biological warfare. 

Six years after Dr. Li isolated 
ACTH, an audience of physicians 
rose and cheered with spontane- 
ous enthusiasm at the Congress 
of Rheumatic Diseases when Dr. 
Philip S. Hench of the Mayo Clinic 
finished reading a report that the 
California scientist’s new drug 
had enabled bed-ridden arthritic 
patients to walk and dance in two 
weeks. 

This was one of the fruits of 
Dr. Li’s labors. Despite his irrita- 
tion over “placing application be- 
fore basic research,” it helped 
pay for his weary efforts, going 
the rounds of San Francisco area 
slaughter houses, collecting the 
pituitary glands of 1500 sheep 
from which to extract the first 
100 milligrams of pure ACTH. 

All 1500 pituitary glands weighed 
only two pounds, The human pitu- 
itary gland, about the size of a 
cranberry at the base of a brain, 
may be tiny in size, but it has 
provided a vast field for Dr. Li's 
life work. 

“Twenty years from now,” he 
said seriously, “I hope to know 
something about the gland, its 
secretions, and their effects.”

The score was 25 weeks run- 


ning, seven weeks dark, as com- 
pared to 28 running and three 
weeks dark in 1948-49, 30 weeks 
and one week dark in 1947-48, and 
34 weeks the year before. This 
downgrade is in line with the 
general decline in amusement 
business since the war boom and 
isn't indicative of catastrophe. 
Receipts’ were down 20 per cent 
from last year, but last year’s 
box-office gross was the greatest 
in recent years, being $21,000 over 
the ‘46-47 season which had six 
more weeks, according to Paul 
Beisman, the Market Street im- 
presario. Mr. Beisman placed the 
blame on high living costs. After 
making monthly payments on 
cars, refrigerators, television sets, 
etc., people in the middle and 
lower-middie brackets have less 
ready money for amusements, he 
thinks. This is reflected in the 
fact most of the drop is in sale 
of cheaper seats which people 
of that income would ordinarily 
buy. Actual viewing of tele- 
vision has had little effect on at- 
tendance at the American, Beis- 
man a 


THE AMERICAN, he points 
out, was ready and willing to play 
“At War With the Army,” “Good- 
bye, My Fancy,” “Anne of the 
Thousand Days,” “The Silver 
Whistle,” and a return of “High 
Button Shoes,” but they either 
folded before coming here or 
weren't available for open dates. 
All, he is confident, would have 
shown a profit, or at least broken 
even, for, as Mr. Beisman is fond 
of pointing out, St. Louis is a 
good road town in spite of all 
mythical tradition to the contrary. 

So, if other road towns had 
done as well as St. Louis, we 
would have had a full season. 
The answer: organize your audi- 
ence, says Mr. Beisman. He has 
done it here since 1937-38, when 
he organized the Playgoers. Mem- 
bership has risen from 1100 to 
a current 3000. Of these 3000 
guaranteed spectators for each 
new play, 75 per cent occupy 
lower floor seats, where the heavy 
money lies. That means, in a 
week's run, about half the total 

lower floor seats of 5600 for 
eight performances, are guaran- 
teed to be filled. Quite a solid 
base to start on. The results are 
apparent because American re- 
ceipts per week are usually over 
those of other road towns. For 
instance, “Detective Story,” with 
heavy expense, had to fold after 
leaving here because other cities 
were not expected to provide the

She has been a member of its board since 1934, 

has in the past served as treasurer, vice-president and presi- 

dent, and is co-chairman of the general solicitations committee 

for the building fund. The Workshop hopes to construct its 
own building in the near future.

“I have always been particularly interested in the 
Workshop,” explains Mrs. Clifford, “because it offers 
occupational therapy to those who need it, physically 
or mentally—not while they are hospitalized, but dur- 
ing the period when they must learn to make both 
a psychological and physical adjustment te their 
handicap. We have never used occupational therapy 
just to fill in the time for convalescents. Rather, we 
use it constructively to teach them how to return to a 
life which is as full and normal as it can be within 
their limitations.

@ “THEN, TOO, we have pioneered in some of the fields of 
rehabilitation. For instance, we were asked to start a class 
for spastic children, which has since been discontinued. But 
out of that experimental class grew a modern group therapy 
program for children with emotional disturbances. Playing 
together, working together, being made to feel that they are 
accepted members of a group has achieved some remarkable 
“results.”

Because of her interest in children attending the 
Workshop, Mrs. Clifford was asked to become a 
member of the board of the St. Louis Council for 
Parent Education four years ago. She is a past sec- 
retary of the board. “It tied right in together,” she 
explains, “since the Council for Parent Education is 
trying to prevent the development of some of the 
very problems with which we are dealing at the 
Workshop.” 
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@ MRS. CLIFFORD has found it necessary, because of the 
time given to each, to concentrate her work on these two 
Organizations. However, she has in the past been a member 
of the board of the Community Music School, has an im- 
pressive record of wartime service through the Red Cross, 
has. worked regularly on Community Chest drives and has 
long taken an interest in the activities of the Crippled Chil- 
dren's Society. 

“Of course,” she laughs, “having four children does limit 
your civic work somewhat, since they have first demand on 
your time and interest. But it is satisfying to feel that you 
are of some service to your community, rather than just 
accepting its benefits and making no return. And my. hus- 
band and I are mutually interested in each other's activities.” 

Mr. Clifford, who erects and sells pre-fabricated houses. 
is on the boards of Barnard Free Skin and Cancer Hospital 
and the Children’s Aid Society, is chairman of the children’s 
services budget committee and a member of the central policy 
and budget committee of the Community Chest.

About her early school teaching 
career in St. Louis Miss Vogel 
has very little to say. She feels 
that an artist should always look 
forward, never back, and it is this 
spirit of timelessness she has so 
successfully expressed in her 
woven designs. She does remem- 
ber, with pleasure, the work she 
did in costuming plays for the 
Little Theater here, for this pro- 
vided her with her first means of 
artistic expression. 


Like many another artist, Miss 
Vogel went through a trial and 
error period, experimenting in 
many media before finally select- 
ing the hand loom as_ her best 
form of expression. And not only 
did she experiment in media, but 
wandered about the country in 
search of the right place to live 
and the proper art form in which 
to work. 


For a while she studied‘ dress 
designing in New York and it 
was in connection with this that 
she did her first experimenting 
in weaving. Dissatisfied with the 
materials that she had to work 
with, she taught herself to weave 
so that she might creaté her owr 
designs and textures. Realizing, 
however, that clothes were too 
impermanent a medium for the 
painstaking efforts that went into 


How It Started 


THE WORD “JUGGLER” 


NCE the circus comes to 
town there is bound to be 
someone who wonders how the 
name “juggler” started, to denote 
the man with manual dexterity 
enough (and the steadiness of 
nerve?) to keep a number of balls 
in the air at the same time. And 
lest one of his fans rise in ire, 
he does more than this; he keeps 
wooden pins and even more cum- 
bersome_ stage-props going in 
rhythmic designs, at the same 
time regaling the audience with 
his witticisms. ° 


And right there you have the 
etymological origin of his name, 
though not yet all his history. 
Those witticisms point to the 
source of “juggler” in the Latin 
‘“joculator,” meaning a jester or 
joker, from “joculari,” to jest. 


So—the “juggler” was first a 
jester, one who entertained with 
his witticisms. But out of the 
original “joculator” came a man 
of many parts — and names. 
Through the old French “jogleur” 
came “jongleur,” to name the 
minstrels who played:a felicitous 
part in the Europe of the middle 
ages. The minstrels came to be 
depended upon to help while away 
the time, and some were versatile 
enough to include with their 
musical arts, skills such as the 
one now called “juggling.” 


But the juggler’s story does 
not end so agreeably with his 
innocuous contribution to the 
scene in those davs when ro- 
mance was in flower. It was not 
long before his talents were -cul- 
tivated by the imposters and the 
mountebanks who infested the 
fairs and market places of olden 
times, and by Shakespeare’s time 
the name “juggler” is in his liter- 
ature for “deceiver” and “cheat.” 
The identification of his skills 
was already our own sense, as 
for example in Shakespeare's 
line: 


“As nimble jugglers that de- 
ceive the eye.”

SHE WENT to Michigan where 
she studied for a while at the 
Cranbrook Academy of Art, at 
Bloomfield Hills, studying vari- 
ous art forms and working in 


metals, ceramicg and textiles. It 
was in Detroit that Miss Vogel 
worked in a research laboratory 
during the war and it was from 
the fascinating shapes metal 
takes which she saw in micro- 
graphs, that inspired her to do 
her first hand-woven rug. 

A friend, seeing the small rug 
she had woven, begged her to do 
a room-sized one for her house. 
Miss Vogel, feeling that at last 
she had discovered the kind of 
work that would give fll expres- 
sion to her creative talent, de- 
cided to make the rug but could 
find no hand-loom big enough 
for the job. So she designed one 
herself and had it made. But this 
started her wanderings again, for 
the loom was 12 feet long and 
she couldn't find a place to house 
it, in an atmosphere that «would 
be conducive to artistic creation. 


After searching about the coun- 
try, she found the perfect house 
in South Salem—about 30 miles 
or so from New York City—and 
it turned out to be a converted 
school house! With a quaint ex- 
terior and the turning poles still 
standing in what was once the 
school playground, Miss Vogel 
knew at once that this quiet coun- 
try atmosphere was the answer to

her long search. Inside, the 
house is quietly, livable modern, 
and somehow one is totally un- 
conscious of the transition that 
has taken place. 


Possibly because the  hand- 
woven fabrics that she has created 
herself for her house are softly 
muted in tone, with a timeless- 
ness of design that makes them 
seem at home in any setting. 

The entire second floor, once a 
big schookgroom, now houses the 
big loom and several smaller ones 
as well as her vast collection of 
materials. These materials she 
has sought out from all over the 
world — silky mohairs from the 
Far East, wools from the Orient, 
silk from wild silk worms which 
has a completely different texture 
and gloss from that produced by 
the tame, mulberry-eating worms, 
hand-spun linens and _ cottons 
from Europe, modern American 
rayon and even seaweed and 
bamboo. Most of these fabrics she 
dyesherself, using the yarn col- 
ors, much as a painter does pig- 
ments, to create subtle color va- 
riations in her patterns. 
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THE RUGS of Edna Vogel are 
unique examples of weaving used 
as an expressive-art form. Again, 
using a painter’s technique, she 


creates as she weaves, having no 
set pattern to copy and allowing 
the various colors to flow into 
designs which are contemporary 
in their abstraction and simplifi- 
cation of natural forms. Each rug 
is completely individual, designed 
usually for a specific place and

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MIDRIFF is a favorite word. of 
sports announcers in describing 
the belly. And the word means 
just that, for it is formed from 
mid, “the middle part of,” plus 
riff, from the Anglo-Saxon hrif, 
“the bowels, the belly.” But, of 
course, riff by itself would have 
no meaning in today’s language. 
Nor would bale, “sorrow, mis- 
chief, misery.” In Coriolanus, 
Shakespeare wrote: 

But make you ready your stiff 

bats and clubs, 

Rome and her rate are at the 

point of battle; 

The one side must have bale. 

The ancient word, bale, survives 
only in baleful, “fraught with per- 
nicious influence.” 

Charwoman is a familiar and 
useful word; but how many of us 
can say exactly what is meant by 
“char?” Centuries ago char -was 
was used in the meaning of “a 
day's work; to work by the day.” 

Later, the spelling became 
“chare,” which, in time, gave us 
the word chore. 

Exactly what do we mean by the 
salutation, “How do you do?” Do 
what? According to a century-old 
book of my library, the original 
expression was “How do you 
dow?” in which the word dow, 
rhymed with “how, now,” meant 
“to thrive; to prosper; to be 
strong and able.” Burns used dow 
in this meaning when he wrote, 
“ll laugh and sing and shake. 
my leg, as ayy s I -

IT IS NOT UNUSUAL to speak | 
of one’s clothes as duds. Merriam | 
Webster’s labels duds as “collo- 
quial.” Nevertheless, the word is 
ancient and honorable. The orig- 
inal word was dud, “a rag. ” Dud- 
dy meant “a little rag.” Duds 
meant “old clothes.” To duddle 
was “to tear to tatters.” A dud- 
‘man was a man made of rags 
(now a scarecrow). In time dud 
disappeared, except for the plural 
duds, which came to mean clothes, 
outer garments. 

The verb gale meant “to sing,” 
a meaning that survives in night- 
ingale, literally, “song of the 
night.” Likewise, a loud-sounding 
wind has become a gale—a sing- 
ing wind.

“If thy 
speech be sooth, I care not if 
thee dost for me as much.” Mac- 
beth. The lost word survives in 
soothe, soothing and soothsayer. 
Sprink meant “to dash water,” 
hence the word sprinkle. 

There are many more than this 
space will allow. A good word to 
end with, however, is the lost 
word stead, originally’ spelled 
stede. It meant “a place.” In that 
meaning the word has become 
lost; but it is yet to be found in 
such words as homéstead, bed- 
Stead, steadfast, instead, steady 
and names like Hempstead. 

Thus English is perpetually 
growing and gaining, and at the 
Same time perpetually losing. 
Were it not for the noble transla- 
tion of the Bible and for Shakes- 
peare, Milton and other great 
writers of the Elizabethan era. 
English would have lost even more 
than it has of such lovely and 
expressive words.

Heavy Rose FI. Pattern — — Regular

T. LOUIS COUNTY has growing pains, 

and the pains are big. The county, 

bedroom annex of its parent city, has 
become, in practical effect, one of the 
larger municipalities of America. Yet it 
is just beginning to rid itself of the guise, 
and even something of the outlook, of a 
detached rural community, It is a curious 
melange of good, bad and indifferent areas, 
a veritable crazyquilt of government. 

A new county charter, taking effect 
next Jan. 1, will do much to modernize 
the government, but it has serious short- 
comings. The number and extent of in- 
corporated towns, essentially independent 
of the county, has been rising sharply. 
Many ordinary facilities and services are 
either totally missing or critically insuf- 
ficient. There’s not enough money for 
proper operations and very little provision 
of funds for capital improvements. Post- 
war dwellings have swarmed over the 
county with all too little regard for order- 
ly development. 

Nevertheless, paradoxically perhaps, the 
county has grown and advanced in many 
ways. It has nearly one-third of the com- 
bined population of city and county. Its 


semi-urban dwellings, gardens and coun- 


try hills have lured many of the commu- 
nity’s manual workers in recent years, as 
well as the white-collar group. This far- 
flung area is home to a disproportionate 
share of the leadership and personal 
wealth of the community. 


FIFTY YEARS AGO THE COUNTY 
had 50,000 population. This included 6800 
living in Kirkwood, Webster Groves and a 
handful of tiny towns. University City— 
now probably fifth largest city in Missouri 
—hadn't even been founded then. 

The county went into the depression, in 
1930, with 211,000 people—almost half in 
five large and 15 small towns. It ap- 
proached the war, in 1940, with 274,000 
population, of which a little more than 
half was in 40 towns. Informed persons 
expect the current census will show 375,- 
000 to 400,000 people. Apparently about 
two-thirds of them are in the incor- 
porated communities. At the latest count 
there were 84 incorporated towns—but 
new ones have been springing up with 
great rapidity under the impetus of the 
home-building boom, and some older ones 
have been extending their limits. 

St. Louis county is more or less com- 
parable in number of inhabitants now te 
Indianapolis, Seattle or Rochester. It has 
about as many people as Kansas City had 

a decade ago. The county's towns cover 
aed than 92 square miles, while St. Louis 
has only 62. The towns are an almost 
solid block on the west side of the central 
city. South of the city there are a few 
smaller incorporated places and a maze 
of unincorporated territory with many 
new homes. More or less by chance, 
there has been less development north of 
the city. It is in that direction that the 
best opportunity remains for orderly 
growth of a well-planned district. There 
are signs that this prospect is endangered 
by poor quality of the incipient growth. 

Beyond the suburban block, the big 
western part of the county is a delightful 
region of scenic hills and woods. There 
the old-fashioned farms are giving way to 
country places of the well-to-do. A little 
of the general home building boom has 
spilled over on these hills, too. | 


MOST OF THE COUNTY’S PROB- 
lems stem from its rapid growth. With a 
horse and buggy structure, it has popped 
into the full bloom of the airplane, auto- 
mobile and streamliner age. The horse 
has been given vitamins, the harness has 
been patched and strengthened, the buggy 
has been redesigned and there is even a 
new plastic whip. In spite of all this, the 
county isn’t streamlined yet. Outstand- 
ing challenges, deficiencies and problems 
include the following: 

Need for further improvements 
through eventual amendment of the new 
charter. 

The chronic deficit of the county 
treasury. Failure to provide for a mod- 
ern budget on the revenue side as well 
as the expenditure side. Lack of home- 
rule power over sources of revenue. 

Complications and duplications caused 
by the numerous separate towns. The 
most troublesome effect is lack of cen- 
tralized control over governmental func- 
tions and community planning. 

Need for thorough-going, county-wide 
goning, planning and land subdivision 
rules, with teeth. 

Necessity for a speedy and compre- 
hensive solution of the costly, com- 
plicated sewer problem. Some important 
areas lack sewers, few sections have ade- 
quate sanitary and storm sewerage. 

More hospital and public health facil- 
ities. 

More parks and playgrounds, especial- 
ly in the congested suburbs. 

Additional hways and streets, and 
widenings and’ other improvements of 
some existing thoroughfares. 

Adequate local transportation. Lately 
the existing public services have shriv- 
eled rather than extended. 

Public housing for the low-income 
bracket. More rental housing for the 
middle-income group. 

Enforcement of building construction 
codes in the unincorporated area and 
some smaller towns. 

Adequate handling of both collection 
and disposal of garbage and refuse. 

Encouragement of regulated industrial 
development confined to appropriate 
aones. 

Action to wipe out existing slums and 
prevent the further blighting of older 
neighborhoods. 

Better fire protection, to cover at 
Teast all built-up diztricts. 

Establishment of a thoroughly trained, 
non-political police service for the whole 
county. 

Continued movement to consolidate 
school districts. 

Replacement of the old section of the 
county courthouse. 

Bond issues of adequate size to coves 
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all the needs for public improvements. 
The county has no unspent bond money 
now, but ample bonding power. 

The new County Council of seven mem- 
bers and the new County Supervisor—or 
mayor—to be nominated Aug. 1 and elect- 
ed Nov. 7 will have a momentous task in 
putting the new home-rule government 
into operation. They will face plenty of 
hard work and difficult decisions. This 
system of separate executive and legisla- 
tive authority will replace the horse-and- 
buggy County Court rule. Election of the 
supervisor will be county-wide, that of the 
seven councilmen by districts correspond- 
ing to the seven state representative dis- 
tricts. This offers a prospect of active 
minority party representation. 

Faults of the new county charter— 
which could be corrected eventually by 
amendment through popular vote—are 
chiefly in the nature of not going far 
enough. Eight offices of purely adminis- 
trative function, which could well be made 
appointive, are left elective. Their hold- 
ers thus will not be responsible to the 
supervisor or council. 


GENERAL LEGISLATIVE POWERS 
of the council are limited to some specific 
subjects, and it lacks initiative in taxing 
power. Thus the county is not given com- 
plete freedom from the state legislature. 
The towns are left essentially independent 
of the county, although they may agree 
to have common services performed for 
them by the county. There is no provision 
for a complete system of public works 
construction and maintenance under the 
council and supervisor. The charter is 
silent as to any pressure to cut down the 
wasteful excess of school districts. The 
merit system for employes is limited to a 
few departments, leaving plenty of op- 
portunity for the “courthouse ring” type 
of political control. 

The County Court government expects 
to wind up this year with a deficit of 
about $500,000. A device in the new charter 
is intended to prevent deficits hereafter. 
How this can be put into practice re- 
mains to be seen, in view of the con- 
stantiy mounting demands on government 
and the present-day level of costs, while 
the pursestrings continue to be held at 
Jefferson City, as far as developing new 
sources of county revenue are concerned. 


There will be an immediate problem in 
arranging next year's budget under the 
charter requirement. Officials fear that a 
radical chopping of expenses for the year 
is in prospect, and some of them are look- 
ing at County Hospital as one place for 
this.

THE COUNTY—GROWING UP ISN'T EASY 


City's Annex Has Almost Doubled Population in Two Decades, 
Increased Its Incorporated Towns From 20 to 84 — This 
Rapid Expansion Has Resulted in a Vast Array of Problems 
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Eighty of the 84 incorporated municipalities in St. Louis county appear in this 
crazyquilt pattern. Their combined area is one and a half times that of the city 


of St. Louis. 


There has been a great spread of these county towns since the war, 


nearly a quarter of the town area having been incorporated within that period. The 
pattern of interlaced suburbs extends to a point beyond Ballas road, 15 miles west 


of City Hall. 


Black spots within the pattern are unincorporated 


“orphan" areas. 


Their presence is largely explained by low tax values, compared with high cost of 


municipal services, or by tax exemption or by lack of sewers. 


These orphans include 


Washington University campus; a Negro district surrounded by Webster Groves, 
Rock Hill and Brentwood; large cemeteries along St. Charles road; Lucas and Hunt 
Village (apartments), and the Passionist Fathers Seminary, 7100 Natural Bridge road. 


various old bond issues, while,the general 
revenue fund is relatively limited. Last 
year the county collected about $2,900,000 
from the property tax for support of all 
the usual governmental functions, but ex- 
pended more. A comprehensive attack on 
budgeting is difficult, with much revenue 
pigeonholed into special functions and 
many of the departments remaining under 
control of elective officials. Unless new 
taxing power is granted, there appears to 
be no source of funds for such a highly 
important function as park and playground 
operation and development on anything 
like an acceptable scale. 

The financial patchwork is further 
snarled by the separate taxes of the towns, 
the independent school districts, and sew- 
er, fire and water districts. The county 
lacks funds for new or emergency gov- 
ernmental duties. All these money prob- 
lems seem strange when the growth of 
county population and wealth is consid- 
ered. The taxable value of real estate 
alone has increased 38 per cent in the 
last decade. The explanation lies in the 
swelling needs and demands of a swelling 
population and the failure of the tax 
dollar to grow with national inflation. 


A sharp increase in the cost of elections,

to cope with the growing volume of voters, 
is in prospect. The census doubtless will 
force addition of a fifth magistrate and 
a fifth constable. A move to increase the 
number of Circuit Courts is anticipated. 
Already it appears that the new court- 
house, not yet fully in use, will be inade- 
quate. -These are some of the specific 
needs. It is perfectly obvious, however, 
that a great many other things—roads, 
bridges, sewers, fire engines, sanitary dis- 
posal of trash, countless items of daily im- 
portance usually taken for granted—will 
be required. The county and many of its 
towns are not prepared to provide them. 


ODDLY ENOUGH THE TOWNS 
have taxing powers that the county lacks, 
which opens some sources of revenue to 
them in addition to the general property 
tax. However, there is a practical limit on 
how far they can go in levying on such 
things as gasoline, revenues of the public 
utilities and a variety of other objects. 
Some of the smaller ones have trouble in 
providing even the most fundamental serv- 
ices, such as street lights and police pro- 
tection. There is a contention that the 
people of some towns don’t want much 
in the way of services, being merely con- 
tent with a closely responsive local gov- 
ernment. 

While University City, with a $53,000,- 
000 tax valuation and a modernized local 
government, can render many services to 
its people, the blem is vastly different 
in many smaller places. Take, for ex- 
ample, Margona, an ll-year-old village 
covering about 35 acres along St. Charles 
road. It had 286 inhabitants in 1940 and 
doubtless has more now. Its assessed val- 
uation is only $243,000. Last year’s vil- 
lage tax yielded little more than $600. The 
rate was 25 cents per $100 valuation but 
might have been 50 cents. The revenue 
was about $2 per capita. In St. Louis the 
general tax last year yielded around $18 
per capita. Margona is entitled to issue 
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Louis Board of Aldermen. The new 
County Council will have the opportunity 
to persuade county people that large-scale 
government is efficient and responsive. It 
is empowered to perform any governmen- 
tal services for a town or towns, upon 
majority vote of the townspeople. 


An incidental difficulty in the multi- 
plicity of towns and school districts, with 
their costly duplication of officials and 
employes, is the lack of intensive public- 
ity on their activities. 

The towns, as a body, have few profes- 
sional administrators. Official service in 
many of them is a civic duty, which can 
become a burden, so that the problem 
often is to find part-time men beyond the 
reach of pettiness or personal profit. Phys- 
ical co-ordination of the towns is generally 
poor. This goes to even such a funda- 
mental thing as the street pattern. That 
is an aftermath of unregulated subdivision 
development; the era of general regulation 
came too late. 


Evety time a new town is incorporated 
or an old one extended the territory in- 
volved is automatically and instantly elimi- 
nated from detailed county jurisdiction. 
It is removed from county control of zon- 
ing, building construction, subdivision 
establishment, planning, road mainte- 
nance and traffic regulation. Usually the 
county abdicates policing it, also. 

However, many towns adopt codes of 
their own for at least some of these func- 
tions. The quality of code and of enforce- 
ment can and does vary. The League of 
Municipalities has done much to encour- 
age uniformity of action among the towns. 
It has had notable success with model 
building and plumbing codes. The towns 
also are pretty united on a county-operat- 
ed program of rabies control—the new 
and improved idea of dog catching. Many 
towns have their electrical and plumbing 
inspection done by the county. In spite 
of such signs of progress, only 45 of the 
towns belong to the League of Municipal- 
ities. One small town. actually has been 
troubled over whether it could afford the 
minimum annual dues—$15. 


SPECIFIC MOTIVES FOR ESTAB- 
lishment of these little towns vary. They 
may want to exercise strict control over 
development of a given neighborhood of 
small homes. Or keep out of an adjoining 
larger town, whose tax rate or police or 
factories seem objectionable. Or. get 
power the county lacks fer sidewalks, curbs 
or gutters. Or hire cops to watch the 
school children and patrol at night. Or 
get street lights, or collect garbage. 
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tion, when and if the people see the need. 
include police, fire protection, sewers, 
street maintenance and lighting, traffic 
control, parks and playgrounds, garbage 
and refuse handling, some of the public 
health functions, water supply. There is 
an appreciable but limited start on fire 
protection districts, under present state 
law. Some observers see in these districts 
an argument for amalgamating some of 
the towns. A rudimentary start on a police 
merger is found in the use of the county 
police radio by about 20 towns. There also 
is some interchange of police and fire 
help in emergencies. However, paid fire- 
men are few in number in the county and 
not many policemen have the benefit of 
thorough modern training or civil service. 


There are practical and human consid- 
erations which enter into the merger or 
extension of towns. University City had a 
careful study made by experts as to an- 
nexation of a partly blighted and rundown 
area adjacent to its irregular northeastern 
boundary. The report was that this would 
cost more than the probable yield in taxes. 
Although a logical straightening of the 
boundary wes involved, the idea was 
dropped. Wellston and Pagedale, n 
towns, took in the area. 


SIMILAR FINANCIAL ARGUMENTS 
have kept one old town and a new one 
from joining Webster Groves. These argu- 
ments are bound to figure in a current 
endeavor to have Webster Groves annex 
a Negro district to the north. There is 
another neighboring town which would be 
welcome in Webster Groves, because of its 
character and taxable wealth—but it isn't 
interested. 

A county lawyer, who has had much 
experience in the situation, told the Post- 
Dispatch that, in his opinion, it would be 
logical and economical to merge all the 
towns into three, and to carry out a paral- 
lel reduction of school districts. The up- 
shot, he said, might be a borough system 
comparable to New York City. He pro- 
poses making into a single city of homo- 
geneous interests University City, Clayton, 
Richmond Heights, Ladue, Olivette and 
the towns west of them. Then he would 
merge into another single city every- 
thing to the north and into still another 
everything to the south. 

There appears to be no practical pros- 
pect for the bolder and more complete 
move of merging the city of St. Louis with 
the suburbs or all of the county. There 
might be a better chance, in the course 
of time, to exercise a constitutional power 
to establish a metropolitan district for 
specific common services. 


Right now the big push is to find a 
means of providing sewers, which proba- 
bly can best be done by an over-all dis- 
trict. The objectionable Ralph sewer law 
of a quarter-century ago was replaced in 
1934 by a law whose terms proved in- 
adequate. It limited the neighborhood 
sewer districts to a single bond issue each, 
of seriously restricted size. Lack of mod- 
ern sewer facilities has interfered with 
construction and enjoyment of homes, kept 
industries away, prevented erection of 
apartment houses, created a serious pub- 
lic health menace and caused problems in 
the city of St. Louis. 

“Every single sewer system in the 
county is inadequate and will have to be 
done over again, except Clayton’s,” Lu- 
man F. Matthews, presiding judge of the 
County Court, asserted. 


THE COUNTY’S INTENTION TO RE- 
tain a bond lawyer to prepare a bold new 
plan for submission to the state Legislature 
next year was disclosed by Matthews. This 
would merge the sewer and water facili- 
ties into a single service and a single 
district. The district might cover either 
the whole county or the suburban area. 
The privately owned St. Louis County 
Water Co. would be taken over. Bond ob- 
ligations of the present small sewer dis- 
tricts would be assumed by the new dis- 
trict, which would issue long-term revenue 
bonds, supported solely by income of the 
joint water-sewer system. Tentative calcu- 
lations indicate that the cost to the 
average individual property owner would 
be small. A single bill would cover water 
supply and sewer use. 

“Just before the war,” Matthews re- 
lated, “there were 29,000 vacant lots in 
county towns. Now they are nearly all oc- 
cupied by homes. But there are 10,000 
lots, mostly outside the towns, whose de- 
velopment is held up for lack of sewers.” 

The need for hospitals was considered 
by Matthews. The county, he said, should 
have a second general hospital, adjoining 
the present one in Clayton. It should 
have an institution for the aged and in- 
firm, he continued; a place for cancer 
patients and the tubercular; a home for 
neglected children, and more space for 
delinquent children. The city of St. Louis 
spends 10 times what the county spends 
for such eleemosynary functions, Matthews 
said. Bond funds and more operating 
revenue are badly needed to take care of 
the county’s requirements. 


The same is true as to money for high- 
ways. Old roads are wearing out. Two- 
lane and four-lane thoroughfares are crit- 
ically inadequate for the vastly increased 
and much faster motor traffic. A more 
complete network of major routes is 
needed. It’s a motorist’s headache today 
to thread from one county neighborhood 
to another. For notable example, a bread 
through north-south route is needed.

Banks, | 
courts and federal, state and city | 
buildings and offices will not 
open. Member stores of the As- 
sociated Retailers of St. Louis, in- 
cluding the large downtown de- 
partment stores, will be closed. 
Those stores will be open Monday 
night preceding the holiday from 
12 noon to.8:30 p.m. Public and 

arochial schools will observe the 
oliday. 
No Carrier Mail Delivery. 

Post Office officials said there 
will be no delivery of mail by 
letter carriers and all branch post 
offices will be closed. Special de- 
livery service will be maintained 
as usual. 

The parade is being sponsored 
by the American Legion, Steve 
Kriwanek, grand marshal, said. 
The number of marchers will be 
considerably less than in former 
years because the National Guard, 
Naval Reserve, Marine Reserve 
and Scott Air Base units will be 
absent this year.

able to utilize its facilities to a. 
greater extent than at any time’! 
since the war. So far, only the 
Chrysler strike has marred the 
continuation at this level in 1950. 

Production Tops Six Million. 

One of the most significant re- 
sults in 1949 was the attainment 
of the long sought goal of produc- 
tion in a single year of more than 
6,000,000 new motor’ vehicles. 
Automotive manufacturers turned 
out 6,200,000 new passenger cars, 
motor truck and busses—an av- 
erage of nearly one new vehicle 
every second of every working 
day during the year. The year’s 
output shatters by a wide margin 
the previous record which had 
stood since 1929. Other new rec- 


ords for the year included United 
States registrations of vehicles, 
motor travel mileage of vehicles, 
motor vehicle taxes. 

However, the industry exported 
fewer vehicles in 1949 and re- 
placement parts and truck out- 
put was reduced. 


Production got. off to a strong}: 


start in January, 1949, increased 
in the following months, reached 
the high point in August when 
657,664 units were built. Not a 
single month fell below the 320,- 
000 mark. 

Normal seasonal patterns of 
automotive sales and output were 
noticeably changed in 1949, point- 
ing up the strong national econ- 
omy and the heavy demand for 
‘mew vehicles. Ordinarily, sales 
build up slowly in winter months, 
spurt in the spring and reach 
their peak in June before falling 
off in August and September. 
In 1949, August and September 
were the biggest month of the 
year. 

The entire year’s output {is 
estimated at 5,075,000 passenger 
ears and 1,125,000 motor trucks 
and buses. That’s 17 per cent 
=~ above the previous year and 15 
per cent ahead of 1929’s previous 
record output of 5,358,420 vehi- 
eles. 

Truck and bus production in 
1949 was 46 per cent above 1929, 
six percent higher than 1941, but 
18 per cent below the peak year 
of 1948. 

Replacement parts production 
fell off about 20 per cent in 
1949, as compared with a year 
earlier. The period of a critical 
shortage of parts is ended, but, 
as in trucks and many other prod- 
ucts, today’s markets are vastly 
— over those of prewar 

ays 

Registrations 44 Million. 

By the end of the year, motor 
vehicle registrations totaled 43.9 
billion, including 35.7 million pas- 
senger cars, eight million trucks, 
over 200,000 motor buses. 

Current registrations top 1948 
by 2.7 million units and 1941 by 
more than 9 million. 

California, with a 28 per cent 
increase in passenger car registra- 
tions over 1941, leads the nation 
with 3,350,000 cars in operation. 
New York, Pennsylvania, Ohio 
and Illinois follow in that order 
in terms of. total registrations of 

assenger cers. Arizona, New 

fexico and Utah, however, show 
the greatest percentage increases 
in car registrations, ranging from 
40 to 49 per cent above 1941. 
Payrolis at New High. , 

Employment in motor vehicle, 
body and parts plants averaged 
780,000 during 1949. More than 
650,000 were production workers, 
who worked on the average just 
under 40 hours per week through- 
out the year. Hourly rates, week- 
ly and annual payrolls all estab- 
lished new record highs for the 
industry. 

In addition, millions of dollars 
were paid out during 1949 for 
various types of employee bene- 
fits, such as paid vacations, in- 
surance, hospitalization and many 
others.

Cylinder walls in Dodge engines 
are machined to precise tolerance 
and then are given a chemical 
coating that serves two purposes.

The new features in the 
Dodge ignition system are a boon 
to owners, Settle says, because 
they contribute to smoother en- 
gine idling, longer life for spark 
plugs, and elimination of televi- 
sion and radio interference. The 
possibility of stalling because of 
moisture in the ignition system 
is greatly reduced. The Dodge 
distributor is splash-proof. Spark 
plugs can be made splash proof 
by installation of spark plug cov- 
ers at extra cost, but Settle says 
this is normally not necessary if 
the owner cleans the spark plug 
insulators occasionally by wiping 
them with cloth. It’s the dirt on 
the insulators that causes mois- 
ture to cling, and thus causes arc- 
ing and a stalled engine. 

Both the distributor and the 
spark plugs have built-in resist- 
ors to suppress TV and FM radio 
interference, The spark plug re- 
sistors also serve to inhibit de- 
terioration of the electrodes. This 
permits a wider initial gap setting 
and improved performance over 
the long run.

In High Schools 
Aids All Traffic 


DETROIT—High school driver 
training courses, originally aimed 
solely at teen-agers, have had the 
effect of improving adult driving 
habits and consequently the traf- 
fic safety of entire communities. 


This impact, especially in 
smaller cities, was brought out in 
a survey by the Chevrolet Motor 
Division which is co-operating 
with the American Automobile 
Association by making 2500 train- 
ing cars available to schools. 

Lawrence C. Catha of the 
Amite, La., high school puts it 
this way: . 

“Take, as an example, the mat- 
ter of proper hand signals. Before 
our course was organized, we were 
a town of non-signalers. Since our 
students were taught to signal, 
the practice has become cus- 
tomary with nearly all drivers.”

si} figures show 10 per cent of all 


traffic accidents, or 884,500, 
comes by failure to signal or 
improper signals.)

OLDEST AUTOMOBILE 
DEALER IN STATES 


Who is the oldest automobile 
dealer in point of continuous 
service in each state, is a question 
propounded by the Automobile 
Old Timers. 

Last year this national organ- 
ization of America’s motor car 
pioneers conducted an extensive 
campaign to learn who was the 


oldest dealer for each automobile 
company. The rgsults of this ef- 
fort developed nation- wide inter- 
est. 

It is now desired to ascertain 
the name of the oldest car deal- 
er in each state, regardless of how 
many different makes of cars he 
has sold. However, the certifi- 
cation required must be based en- 
tirely on the period of years the 
dealer has, been continuously 
identified with new passenger car 
sales in his home state. 


Contenders who believe they 
are eligible, should send a state- 
ment outlining their dealership 
records to Automobile Old Tim- 
ers, 22 East street, New York 16, 
N.Y. When all information has 
been received, it will be reviewed 
by the committee on research and 
awards of which Henry R. Selden 
is chairman. The findings of this 
committee will then be reported 
to the automobile dealers associ- 
ations in every state for verifica- 
tion. 

The dealers in each of the 48 
states who are adjudged to fill the 
requirements will be accorded 
special recognition at the elev- 
enth annual meeting of Automo- 
bile Old Timers to be held in 
New York, Oct. 18, 1950.

Outstanding in fuel economy, 
the “Hurricane” also is 14 per 
cent more powerful than the pre- 
decessor four-cylinder engine. 
Tests on some models indicate an 
1l per cent increase in gasoline 
economy over the previous models 
at full throttle, with savings 
ranging up to 25 per cent at cruis- 
ing speeds. With a piston dis- 
placement of 134.2 cubic inches, 
unchanged from the famous 
Willys “Go-Devil” engine, the 
“Hurricane” produces .535 horse- 
power per cubic inch. 

The Willys six-cylinder 75- 
haraepower “Lightning” e ° 
has a piston displacement of 161 
cubic inches. Its compression 
ratio of 6.9 to 1 compares to 6.42 
to 1 in the previous Willys six. 
The six is available as an option 
in the Jepster and the conven- 
tional two-wheel-drive station 
wagon. 

In general appearance, lines of 
the new vehicles have been sof- 
tened and streamlined. While 
wheelbase remains unchanged, 
over-all length has been increased 
by bringing out the center vertical 


radiator grille, front fenders, and 
hood imparts smoother lines to 
the mew passenger cars and 
trucks. The grille has five heavy 
cross-bars, giving the front end a 
massive appearance. In the pas- 
senger cars these cross-bars are 
chrome, while in the trucks they 
are painted in colors contrasting 
with those of the body. 

The front edge of the hood has 
been rolled under to carry out the 
massive effect and to add strength 
and rigidity to the bonnet. A 
modeled erease line at the center 
of the hood adds to the stream- 
lined effect. ' 

Even the distinctive front fen- 
ders have undergone an evolu- 
tionary change, with their angular 
lines being softened by a wind 
split at the centess, lowered front 
tip, and rolled and drawn edges. 
The rear wheel opening of the 
station wagon has been lowered 
and restyled to conform with the 
horizontal lines of the vehicle. 

Jeepster Top Improved. 

Seating arrangement in the sta- 

tion wagon has been improved by 
providing the driver's seat with 
a fold-down back for easier access 
to the rear seat. This enables pas- 
sengers to get into the rear from 
either front door. The seats are 
deeper from front to back. This 
car features a wrap-around rear 
bumper. 
' and lowering of the 
Jeepster top has been eased to 
fingertip control through a new 
system of springs and counter- 
balances. 

Refinement of the vehicles has 
extended to interior appoint- 
ments. The instrument panel has 
been redesigned to make dials 
more readable and to place con- 
trols within easy reach of the 
driver. A single master switch 
controls head lights, tail lights, 
dash illumination and dome light. 
A large ash tray has been placed 
below the speedometer and the 
headlight beam indicator has

Royal and Windsor, a new rec- 
tangular parking light is located 
below each headlight between the 
top and bottom bars of the grille. 
These bars extend out to wrap 
around the fender. 

In the Saratoga, New Yorker, 
Town and Country and Crown Im- 
perial, a new round parking light 
is installed in a chrome grille 
plate underneath each headlight. 
This chrome plate fills the space 
between the top and bottom bars 
of the grille.

Body Changes. 

Body changes include a longer 
rear fender, which retains its full 
height almost to the extreme rear 
of the car.

Interior styling has been given 
additional touches of elegance in 
all models.

Large Brakes. 

One of the importan mechanical 
changes is the adoption on the 
Royal and Windsor models of 12- 
inch brakes. This brake replaces 
the 11-inch type used on previous 
models and it provides 15 per 
cent more lining contact area. 
Improved brake action is pro- 
duced in the Saratoga and New 
Yorker models and the Royal and 
Windsor eight-passenger sedan 
and limousine by a new booster. 
The new Chrysler self-energizing 
disc brake will be standard equip- 
ment on the Town and Country 
“Newport” and the Crown Imper- 
fal mosiels.

Town and Country—“Newport” 
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Racer Builder 
To Try for His 
Fourth Victory 


When the green starting flag 
drops at the Indianapolis Motor 
Speedway a week from next Tues- 
day, Lou Moore, California builder 
of racing cars, will have four 
vehicles entered in the 500-mile 
Memorial Day classic. Moore will 
be trying for his fourth straight 
victory, and nobody has won four 
times straight—yet. 

All of Moore’s cars will be 
equipped with Blue Crown spark 
plugs, as his cars have been in 
recent years past, when they fin- 
ished in first and second positions 
in 1947 and 1948, and first and 
third in 1949. P. D. Jackson, presi- 
dent of.the Blue Crown Spark 
Plug Co. of Chicago is among 
equipment manufacturers who 
sponsor Moore’s race ambitions. 
Moore, formerly a driver himself, 
now ealled “the poor man’s cham- 
pion,” wouldn’t long be in the 
running, despite his successes on 
the track, without ‘financial help, 
for it costs about $62,000 to pro- 
duce one of today’s racers. 

No Stock Cars. 

Moore's fouf drivers this year 
are to be BMI Holland, Tony Bet- 
tenhausen, George Connors and 
Lee Wallerd. Hoiland is last year’s 
winner and Connors placed third. 
They all are seasoned Indianapolis 
drivers. 

Although stock cars are 
longer entered in the Indianapolis 
races, as in earlier years of the 
track’s 34-year history, parts and 
equipment and engineering ideas 
that meet track tests in the gruel- 
ing race find their way soon after 
being proved into the assembly 
line production of America’s great 
automobiles. 

Specifications on Moore's cars 
for this year include: all four 
powered by four-cylinder, 270 
cubic inch Meyer-Drake engines, 
rated at 350 horsepower; non- 
supercharged. They use standard 
aviation gasoline for trials and 
the race, and have tank capacity 
of 35 gallons; oil capacity 30 
quarts. 

Two of the cars are rear drive 
and two are front drive. The rear 
drive cars can be adapted to dirt 
track use. The front drives weigh 
1750 pounds, the rear drives 1550 
pounds. 

In the last three years, all of 
Moore’s cars have finished the 
races without pit stops for me- 
chanical trouble corrections or 
spark plug changes. 

Many Contributions. 

Contributions to American mo- 
toring that have been made by 
the operations at the track in- 
clude: 

The rear vision mirrow was 
first brought into use by Ray 
Harroun Who first used it in the 
initial 500-mile event in 1911. 
Whjle speaking of Harroun, -it is 
interesting to note that in the 
1911 race, his Marmon racer used 
up 30 gallons of oil. A few years 
later, however, Ralph DePalma 
drove a LaSalle for the 500-mile 
event and used but a pint of oil. 
Today, no oil is added at all 
during the running of the race. 

The late Jimmy Murphy first 
used four-wheel 
1921 race and, several years later 
four-wheel brakes became stand- 
ard equipment on all pleasure

Where the automotive industry

tomotive firms employ over a 
half million persons and produce 
millions of vehicles yearly. 

If you add in those who sell, 
service or work. as paid. oper- 
ators of motor vehicles, today 
automotive transportation in the 
United States employs over 
9,000,000; persons. Most of them 
work in half a million establish- 
ments that were unknown 50 
years ago—gasoline stations, re- 
pair garages, trucking firms, bus 
and taxi companies, automobile 
and accessories salesrooms, and 
so on. 

Fifty years ago the average 
American seldom traveled more 
than 200 miles a year outside his 
immediate neighborhood. Today 
nearly 36,000,000 passenger auto- 
'mobiles in the nation average 
' almost 10,000 miles each in year- 
‘ly travel. 

Vacations the Rule. 

It has created a wide variety 
of business, social and recreation 
activities that once were impos- 
sible. It means mass attendance 
at sports events, theaters, golf 
courses, parks. Some 60,000,000 
Americans now take yearly vaca- 
tions in family automobiles, 
spending ten billion dollars an- 
nually on tourist and resort ac- 
tivities. , 

Nearly 100,000 school buses to- 
day carry about 6,000,000 young 
people daily to consolidated grade 
and high schools in rural and 
suburban areas. The one-room 
rural school is fast disappearing, 
and high school enrollment has 
risen at record rates. 

Where farms not near a rail- 
road once produced virtually no 
crops for outside markets, today 
89 per cent of all farm products 
go to market entirely by truck. 
Farm output has more than 
doubled with 87 per cent of all 
United States farmers owning at 
least one motor vehicle. 

Motor trucks introduced fresh 
fruits and vegetables to the fam- 
ily dinner table the year around. 
They link every crossroads store 
into a national system for mass 
distribution of industry’s prod- 
ucts. They’ve let factories, mills, 
meat-packing houses, and scores 
of other establishments, spread 
into small towns and rural areas, 
far from any waterway or rail 
siding. 

Farm property values have 
risen from 20 billion dollars 
to nearly 90 billion’ dollars 
in 50 years.

Nash Rambler includes such 
custom appointments as: an elec- 
trically operated top, Weather 
Eye conditioned air heater, radio, 
one-piece windshield, direction 
signals, chrome wheel discs, 
clock, special upholstery, foam 
cushions and other custom car 
features, H. C. Doss, vice-presi- 
dent in charge of sales, said. 

According to Doss, “The new 
car offers up to 30 miles per gal- 
lon (more with overdrive), ease 
of parking, and nimbleness in 
traffic without sacrificing top per- 
formance on open highways. As 
we see it, the Nash Rambler is a 
new concept of automotive qual- 
ity in a compact package,” he 
said. 

Revives an Old Name. 

Introduction of the Nash Ram- 
bler marks the start of Nash Mo- 
tors’ 49th year of automobile 
manufacture. “We take pride in 
reviving one of the most famous 
names in automotive history,” 
Doss said. “The first Rambler, 
built in our present plant in-Ken- 
osha, Wis., was introduced in 1902. 
It was one of America’s first mass 
produced cars.” 

New standards of safety are 
claimed for the Nash Rambler 
convertible. As a foremost fea- 
ture, the new car combines much 
of the safety of an all-steel sedan, 
with the recreational advantages 
of an open car. New overhead 
safety protection is accomplished 
with two heavy steel side rails 
framing the top of side windows. 
An integral part of the body, 
these overhead chrome-trimmed 
rails also form a strong structural 
bridge-beam for extra body rigid- 
ity.

SPEEDS UP FRUIT GROWTH 


Spray of the potent 2, 4, 5-T, 
which is chemical kin to the 
more familiar 2,4-D, has been 
used to speed up the fruiting of 
apple and peach trees. When 
trees of summer apples are 
sprayed, the fruits mature from 
five to 13 days ahead of nature's 
schedule. Fruits of some other 
types of apples and peaches may 
be induced to ripen as much as 
30 days earlier than usual. 

This new chemical must be 
handled with care, however, or it 
may result in permanent damage 
to the tree.

OLLOWING an old family custom, Pierre 
F Chouteau, great-great-great-grandson of 

Auguste Rene Chouteau, who laid out the 
original town of St. Louis, has had his portrait 
painted. Instead of going through the usual 
channels of engaging a professional artist, 
the Chouteau family made the a the sub- 
ject of an art competition at Washington Uni- 
versity. Advan students of ting were 
invited to take part for the purchase prizes of 
$250 and $100. 

Of the 24 students who entered the compe- 
tition, 22 saw it through. Sittings were organ- 
ized on a mass production basis. Two a 
week for a month, Chouteau sat in a model's 
chair in one of the Bixby Hall studios as paint- 
ers worked on their canvases. The School of 
Fine Arts allowed class attendance credit for 
half the sessions, the others were on the 
students’ own time. 

When the 22 portraits were completed, 
they were judged by two professional artists,

N THE rugged Allegheny Mountains near Johnstown, 
Pennsylvania, a unique microwave installation serves as 
a two-way communication system between an electric 
generating plant and a substation 12 miles away. Erec- 
tion and maintenance of a telephone line would have been 
a costly and formidable ertaking. Therefore micro- 
waves—high freque radio waves that can be beamed 
accurately for a le distance—seemed the logical 
medium. The only trouble was that mountains between the 
two plants lomed a barrier which the straight-line micro 
waves could not go through, around or over. 

To solve the problem, engineers of Westinghouse Elec- 
tric Company and the Pennsylvania Electric Company 
erected a 20-foot-squaré aluminum reflector sheet on a 
mountain top. The mountain top was in line-of-sight of 
both plants. Microwaves from either ‘location, beamed di- 
rectly at the large sheet, bounce off at the right angle to de- 
tour around the mountains like a well-cimed billiard shot.

N A VISIT to Sicily several years ago, Mrs. Carmeline 
Sardo was intrigued by the “arancini” sold by vendors 
in the railroad station at Palermo. The arancini—which 

means oranges—-were made of seasoned cooked rice molded 
around a meat center, and were as popular there as hot dogs 
are in America. Mrs. Sardo learned how to make them and 
now serves arancini balls, somewhat adapted, at Sardo’s 
Restaurant here. 

Mrs. Sardo begins by cooking rice in boiling salted water 
until it is tender but not too dry. Butter, grated cheese and 
chopped parsley are stirred in and the mixture is set aside to 
cool. Next, ground meat which has simmered in tomato sauce 
for one hour is skimmed out of the sauce and allowed to cool. 
A heaping tablespoon of rice mixture is molded in the palm 
of the hand, the hollow is filled with some of the meat and addi- 
tional rice molded around meat. Arancini are then placed in

F you Like the idea of having a boat 
handy at all times—under the bed, in 
the family car, or in the hall closet, for 
example—then “foldboating” is your dish. 
There are several kinds of “folding,” or 
knock-down, collapsible boats. The “fold- 
boat” shown in these photographs has a 
fabric-and-rubber hull, cut from a single 
piece of thin, tough material. This can be 
stretched quickly over a light “knock- 
down” wooden frame. A boat 17% feet 
long and three feet wide weighs 65 pounds 
and can be stowed in two sacks. 

Such a boat, properly handled, is safe 
and stable. It has a capacity of 750 
pounds, which means it can carry two 
passengers and camping equipment. 

When a foldboater gets the urge, he 
simply stows his sacked-up yacht in the 
back of his car—or checks it on a plane, 


train or bus—and heads for water. The 
boat can be put together in 15 minutes. 
Foldboaters, as a rule, are a careful 
athletic group, and good swimmers. Part- 
ly because of this, fans claim, there hasn't 
been a single fatality among the 15,000 
foldboat owners in this country. Paddlers 
sit well below the water line, giving the 
boat a low center of gravity. Foldboaters 
have been known to shoot 12-foot falls 
without capsizing. The light craft 
bounces off rocks like a rubber ball. Stable 
as it is, like any boat it can upset, so, like 
any boat it is best used by men, women 
and children who know how to swim. 


Repairs Are Easy 


If a sharp rock rips the hull, it can be 
repaired with an inner tube patch. 
Foldboats can be fitted with sails or 


rivers as a new sport 
catches on in America 


outboard motors, but seasoned skippers 
prefer their double-bladed paddles: What 
brings the gleam to a foldboater’s eye is 
“downhill yachting” — racing through 2 . 
stretch of “white water.” 

The foldboat, invented in Germany 
about 50 years ago, was brought to Amer- 
ica in 1935. Foldboaters have dodged ice- 
bergs in the arctic, slalomed 900 miles 
down the canyons of the Colorado, and 
paddled 2,200 miles over inland water- 
ways from Pennsylvania to Texas. 

To find out how foldboatefs operate, 
PARADE’s photographer recently accom- 
panied Agnes Halsey and Marion Lipp, 
two New York enthusiasts, to the Housa- 
tonic River in Connecticut. 

There, the girls assembled their craft 
(see photos), then started on an early 
spring cruise 10 miles down the river.

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(Every year in America nearly 1,000 men are “sent up” for murder. 
Some pay in the electric chair. Others pay by living out their days behind 
bars. Such a man is Prisoner 17076K, a life-termer in the State Prison at 
Windsor, Vt. This is his story, as told to PARADE writer Donald Wayne, 
who spent three days with him in his cell, thanks to the cooperation of 
Warden John L. Ferguson and other Vermont state officials.—Ed.) 


forgotten my real one. 

When I think back now, it seems I’ve been here a century. It all 
began one night in 1940. I was a plain farmer. I hadn’t broken a jaw in 
my life. That night I drove to a town 12 miles away to make up With 
my wife. ce 

We had been quarrelling. She had left me, taking our four kids, and 
was staying with her father. In the mixup that followed my arrival her 
father was shot. I was tried for murder. They found me guilty, and the 
sentence was death. : 

They put me in a cell in the very next room to the electric chair. 
I stayed there 16 days—in a bad state. What did I think about? 

Mostly I thought of myself—how I’d messed up my life. I thought about 
how I'd messed up my family’s life, too. I didn’t do much thinking about 
the man already dead. I was too full of my own troubles. I saw nothing 
to live for. I wasn’t afraid of the chair. I don't remember stopping to_ 
wonder what it would be like to die. I prayed some. 

Then one day the Warden told me the Governor had commuted my 
sentence to life imprisonment. I remember thinking: “Well, it’s not 
much improvement!” 

But now I think it was an improvement. I’ve suffered. I can never 
bring back the man who’s dead. But I think I can outlive the past. 
You see, I’m beginning to hope for parole. 

Aside from the blue denim prison uniform with his number stencilled 
over the breast pocket, there is nothing about Prisoner 17076K to suggest 
the criminal, much less a killer. He is a small earnest man in his early 
forties, harmless-looking with the fixed face of tragedy. 


Prison Saps Your Self-Confidence 


5 ee ee ee what happened. It’s like looking 
at another life that hasn’t got much to do with me anymore. You don’t 
see all the good, only the bad that you did. ~ 

But sometimes I get so depressed. Sometimes I can feel depression 
coming. It is caused by being here too long. It upsets my stomach. Then 
they bring me pills and talk to me. That helps. 

Prison, because of what it is, saps a man’s self-confidence. It is a con- 
stant, relentless reminder that he is being punished. When you face the 
“life” proposition, sometimes your nerve gives way.

What is the grim existence of 
- @ man condemned to life’ im- 
prisonment? Here, for the first 


time, is.a lifer’s own report . . 


When a prisoner goes “stir crazy” he either blows his top or falls into a 
stupor of despondency. Prisoner 17076K, sometimes despondent, has 
never gone stir crazy, because symptoms are generally nipped in the bud. 

“Pe get him down here and give him a good talking to,” says Associate 
Warden Harry E. Ward. “We just straighten him out, calm him down. 
I mean, we’re gentle, we just explain facts. We don’t baby them here.” 

I’ve been in the same cell ever since I left the death chamber. It’s about 
eight feet long and six wide. It’s in what we call “A” block on the second 
tier, facing the street. In spring I can see people walking on the streets 
in town. But in summer all I see is the leaves and 8 patch of sky. The cot 
is comfortable after you get used to it. 

But I don’t spend much time in my cell. Early in the morning I have

to sweep it out. At 6:30 we all file to the mess hall and I go to work in 
the furniture repair shop, and I don’t come back until just before dinner 
at noon. After supper in the evening — around a quarter to five — we're 
locked up for the night. The guard comes by every hour after that. 
Sometimes I hear him when I’m restless. 

Because I was a farmer, you’d think I'd be on the prison farm. But 
they’ve got a rule that keeps lifers like me inside the walls. 

I spend nine hours a day, except on Sundays, in the shop. I’m pretty 
good at fixing furniture. An insurance company in Montpelier liked a 
stain job I did on a desk, and now they always put a special tag on their 
shipments, asking for me to do the repair work. 

When I started, I read up on stains and varnishes in the prison library. 
Then I started to study chemistry. That’s a hard subject to learn from a 
book alone, without a laboratory. It’s also hard for me to understand 
because as a kid in Canada, I quit school early. 


Yes, I have a hobby. Violin-making. Another prisoner taught me sev-" 


eral years ago; and I have made eleven. You can see two of them hang- 
ing in my cell. As a boy I used to play a little. I had a radio for a while, 
but I sold it to another prisoner because I needed the money. 

I don’t have too much to do with the other men. You know what they 
say here—if you mind your own business you stay out of trouble, and the 
more you stay out of trouble the quicker you get out. 

Visitors get me excited — except my mother. She’s 75 and she usually 
comes around Christmas time. Once in a while one of my six brothers

or five sisters comes to see me. My father's dead. Most of my friends have 
forgotten me, or just written me off. But a new visitor—a stranger—leaves 
me upset. Tus 50 used to Tae Sane he et 
I can’t sleep for nights afterwards. 

My wife? Oh, she divorced me years back. I heard later she remarried, 
and once I saw an item in the Rutland Herald that she had had twins. 

I finally got her out of my system ... But I can’t ever forget my babies. 
Last time I saw them; they were all babies. Now they’re in their teens. 
I imagine they're ashamed of me—if they know anything about me at all. 

It isn’t what goes on in the world that counts with us here. It’s what 
goes on in the Governor’s office. That’s the center of the universe. 

Prisoner 17076K has four ways of getting out of prison. He will either 
die there, be pardoned, be paroled, or escape. (The first and last can be 
eliminated as academic.) 

A governor’s pardon is unlikely. It would invoive finding new evidence. 
So Prisoner 17076K fastens all his hope on parole. 

The parole board meets here at the prison once a month. On these 
days the whole prison is excited. Everybody wonders: who will be let out? 

I haven’t put in my petition for a parole yet. Even if I have served ten 
years, I’m only 42, so on a life sentence I have a long way to go. If I ever 
do get out, I’m going to open a furniture repair business. Maybe I’ll get 
married again. No lifer paroled out of here has ever been sent back. 
So I think I can make good. 


How Much Longer Will it Be? 


E GET A NICKEL AN HOUR in the furniture shop. We can spend it any 
way we want, but mostly we buy smokes and candy. These are 
bought for us by one man who delivers them to our cells. I spend a lot of 
my change on violin wood that I buy from a firm in New York. 

We see a movie every Saturday morning. They're usually the funny 
kind, not the bad-ending ones. The warden thinks movies about prisons 
and cops and robbers are too depressing, and I think he’s right. 

I’m a Roman Catholic, and I go to mass regularly. Father Clancy is a 
friend of mine. I like the guards pretty well, too, and they like me, 
I guess. We can’t talk to them, except now and then during the 10-minute 
rests. Even then, they don’t encourage it. But I get along all right... . 

But always I look at that patch of blue sky up there and hear the 
footsteps of those people on the street below. And I keep wondering: 
HOW MUCH LONGER IS IT GOING TO BE? a 

“I’ve seen them change in here,” says Father Clancy. “Some don’t, of 
course. But this man’s learned a lot about himself.” 

It may take years, but if Prisoner 17076K keeps up his good record, 
parole may come. Some day he may see that great “outside” again. Some 
day he may walk with those people below the wall, may prove that a man 
can pay for murder, and get a chance to live a creditable life.

On highways, bright lights 


are a dangerous blindfold 


By E. J. NICKEL and WM. P. MITCHELL, Jr. 


IGHWAY PATROLMEN circled the patch of oil-spat- 

tered concrete, piecing together the tragedy. 
The road was straight as far as the eye could see, 
and the driver, sprawled face down in a ditch, must 
have been doing 50. . 

As he closed in on that stopped car ahead of him, 
the powerful headlight beams of an approaching 
truck had stabbed through his windshield. There 
were no skid marks. He never even had time to apply 
his brakes. He had never seen the other car! 

Now lying still in the ditch, he was another case 
for the National Safety Council’s grim highway 
fatality ledger. He was a victim of glare. 

Although traffic on U.S. highways is only one- 
third as heavy at night, 57 percent of all traffic fa- 
talities occur after dark. And one of the principal 
reasons is that same glare. 


You Are at the Mercy of the ‘Upper-Beam' 


It is an ironic fact that modern auto headlights, 
designed primarily to save lives, can also kill. 
Here’s what we mean: 
Modern automobiles are equipped with twin- 
beam headlights. The lower, or weaker, beam is de- 
signed for normal driving conditions. It throws a 


bright, directed light down at the road. 


But the upper beam is something else again. This 
far-ranging upper beam was never designed to be 
used on crowded roads in face of oncoming traffic! 


BLINDED motorist, travelling at 40 m.p.h., can't see 
for 12 seconds during which time he travels 725 feet. 


YOU'VE BEEN BLINDED like this. Absurd war 
of lights often follows. Neither motorist wants 


On busy two-way highways and streets, 
today’s high-beam headlights are as irri- 
tating as today’s slam-bang automobile 
horns. Each creates confusion, destroys 
the normal instinct of every motorist to 
be courteous, and therefore generates 
rude driving and real danger. Only when 
properly used on uncrowded roads, with 
cars far apart, is either of them an asset. 

The frightening truth is that your up- 
per beam can cut the sight of another 
motorist as effectively as a blindfold. 

If he is approaching at 40 miles per 
hour, for example, you blind him com- 
pletely for 12 seconds during which time 
his car travels a distance of 725 feet. Any- 
thing can happen to him or to you! 


Whet Can Be Done? 


In New York State alone during a re- 
cent nine-months period blinding lights 
killed 35 people and injured 522. 
_If you drive, the chances are better 
than ever that you have been blinded at 
one time or another by headlight glare. 
If your eyes have low “glare resistance” 
you’re in trouble. Every exposure sends 
you groping down the road for hundreds 
of feet—totally blind. 

In California alone, the State Depart- 
ment of Motor Vehicles estimates that 
one million motorists have sub-standard 


to be offensive; both are confused victims of 


lights which have outgrown today's highways. 


“glare resistance,” but are on the road. 

What's to be done? For one thing, build 
dual highways or, when alternate routes 
are available, let’s have one-way roads in 
busy areas at night. | 

Recently, the American Association of 
Motor Vehicle Administrators and the 
American Optometric Association began 
efforts to include night driving tests in 
every driver-examination. 

Polarized headlights are another cure. 
To be effective, however, polarized head- 
lighting and polarized windshields would 
have to be adopted universally. 


The Other Driver Wants to be Courteous 
There are special nighttime driving 


glasses (not to be confused with sun- 
' glasses which are dangerous at night). 


When all is said and done, though, 
common sense and courtesy are the most 
practical weapons. 

If you drive, turn down your upper 
beam in the face of oncoming traffic. The 
other fellow usually wants to give you a 
break. Give him~-a break, too! See that 
your lower beam is focussed properly. 
(Mis-aimed it can be as dangerous as an 
upper beam.) And equally important, if 
you have reason to believe that your own 
glare-resistance is sub-par, play it safe. 
Don’t drive at night. You'll live longer!

F ALL THE RECORDS left behind by Babe 
Ruth, the one most coveted by those 
paid to caress a baseball with a length 
of ash is his great feat: 60 home runs in 
one season. | 
This record he set in 1927. In that year, 
Ruth, anchoring a New York Yankee 
team known as Murderers’ Row, hit one 
pitch out of every 40 into the bleacher 
seats back of right field. 
Ruth’s 1927 record has been hanging 
up there ever since, dazzling the men who 


came after him. Every year at least a ~ 


dozen young stalwarts come out of the 
hills swinging their maces with deadly 
intent. But all have failed. 

First to threaten the Babe’s total was 
Hack Wilson, a pudgy little pile driver, 
who once pushed a ball through the win- 
dow of a pump room half a block from the 
ball yard. In 1930, his best year with the 
Chicago Cubs, Wilson hit 56 homers, four 
short of Ruth’s best. Z

Of today’s sluggers, Pittsburgh’s Ralph 
Kiner seems to have the best chance of 
surpassing the Babe.

In 1946, his 
first year with the Pirates, Ralph hit only 
23 homers. The next year he slugged out 
51 (best figure, at that time, since Green- 
berg’s 58), and in 1948, he hit 40. 


Can He Avoid a Slump This Year? 


Last year Kiner belted an assortment 
of 54 curves and fast balls over the fence 
and, had it not been for a disastrous 
slump in September, he might well have 
caught the Babe’s old record at the wire. 
During one four-game hitting spree 
against the St. Louis Cardinals, he 
rapped seven homers over the left field 
score board in Pittsburgh. 

“There’s only one way to pitch to 
Kiner,” said Eddie Dyer, the St. Louis 
manager, after this exhibition. “Walk 
him!” ;

Musial of the Cardinals, whose best rec- 
ord (39 in 1948) is 21 under Ruth's figure.

He is another threat — provided he can 
protect himself from the fly balls occa- 
Sionally hit into his sector of the out- 
field. Sauer isn’t the strongest glove man 
in the league. 

In the American League, Ted Williams 
and Vern Stephens, of the Boston Red 
Sox, provide the biggest home run poten- 
tial. Williams hit 43 last year and 
Stephens 39. 


Benton’s Doubile-Trouble 


Although neither Williams nor Stephens 
aims solely for the fences as Hack Wil- 
son and Joe Hauser once did, opposing 
pitchers shudder when they face this 
formidable pair. Consider, for example, 
the nightmare, one afternoon last sum- 
mer, of Al Benton, who toils for the Cleve- 
land Indians. 

In the first inning, with two out, Ben- 
ton pitched a curve at Williams. “The 
Splendid Splinter” mashed it against the 
right field fence for a triple. Then Benton 
fired a fast one at Stephens who stepped 
into it neatly and poled it into the 
bleachers. 

In the fourth, the procedure was re- 
versed. Williams hit a home run off Ben- 
ton and Stephens bit him for a double. 

In the sixth Benton faced the Red Sox 
sluggers once again. But this time he 
solved the problem with neatness and’ 
dispatch. He walked Williams on four 
straight pitches and hit Stephens in the 
stomach. Then he adjourned to the 
showers. 

As a home run slugger, the New York 
Yankees’ great Joe DiMaggio has never 
come close to Babe Ruth. Although he has 
hit 317 in his career (against Ruth’s 714) 
his top seasonal total was a modest 46 in 
193%. A right-handed hitter in- a park 
built to the specifications of the left- 
handed Ruth, DiMaggio—at 36—cannot be 
regarded as a potential home run king 
any more. 

As a matter of fact, baseball's seers 
cannot seem to locate anyone today who 
hits with the Babe’s consistent power. 


STAN (THE MAN) MUSIAL of Cardinals, hit 39 
homers in 1948, his best record in big leagues. 


“There never will be another one like 
him,” says Lefty O’Doul, manager of the 
San Francisco Seals, who once played 
for the Yankees and later—as a member 
of the Brooklyn Lodgers—played against 
them in a spring exhibition series.

On one occasion, O’Doul recalls, the 
Yankees and Dodgers were playing a 
game in a North Carolina cornfield. In 
the ninth inning, as dusk was falling, the 
Babe hit a tremendous home run into left 
field—a station then guarded for the 
Dodgers by the elfin Babe Herman. 

That hit broke up the game and both 
teams returned to their hotels. 

O’Doul was sitting on the porch hours 
later when Herman came staggering up 
the street. 

“Where have you been?” demanded

If you have, George Osmond Maher, Jr., may be 
the man for you. Maher, a young chemist employed 
by a large national fuel company, has been search- 
ing for buried treasure ever since he was old enough 
to toddle.

tinkering with a radio set in his back 
yard, Maher, Sr., suddenly ‘became 
aware of a humming in his earphones. 
He set down the radio and began to 
dig with a spade. Several inches un- 
derground he found an old, empty 
copper pot. : 

Next day the full import of his dis- 
covery struck him. If his wireless 
could locate buried copper, he rea- 
soned, perhaps it could also locate 
gold and silver. ! 

For the past 30 years, Maher’s 
less—now considerably improved—has 
been doing just that. 

In 1924 the elder Maher patented 
his machine and began to manufac- 
ture it for sale and rent. One of his 
first clients was Clyde Vinton Pickett, 
who long had suspected that valuable 


family heirlooms were buried on his 
plantation near Vicksburg, Miss. 

With one of Maher’s machines, 
Pickett spent two days in a fruitless 
search. At noon on the third day, 
while pausing for lunch, he leaned 
the device against an ancient oak 
tree. At once it began to chatter like 
a magpie. 


Coins in an Old Oak 


Pickett excitedly began to examine 
the tree. In a-few minutes he discov- 
ered that the trunk had been bored 
and plugged in several places. Attack- 
ing the oak with auger and axe, he 
soon extracted $1,133 in old coins. 
Maher’s father returned from one 
treasure-hunting trip with a chest of 
gold, silver and jewelry worth $10,000. 


Another field trip yielded $20,000 in 
gold and silver coins which had been 
buried in a beer keg near Pascagoula, 
Miss. And once, while exploring a 
weed-grown cemetery in Baton 
Rouge, the Mahers uncovered a great 
cache of old swords, flintlocks, pew- 
ter, coins and jewelry. Later, Gover- 
nor Huey Long put the family to work 
locating forgotten caskets in the 
State Capitol burial grounds. 

Today, Maher is planning a new 
expedition deep into the Louisiana 
swamp. He won't discuss it except to 
say he had been tipped off that a 
pewter pot recently found there prob- 
ably contained jewels when uncov- 
ered. Maher thinks there may be 
more pewter pots still there — possi- 
bly a pirate’s long-forgotten treasure.
